International  Exhibitions 

We  have  received  official  information  concerning  the 
following  forthcoming  international  exhibitions  : 

The  third  International  Industries  Fair  of  Spain  is 
being  held  at  Barcelona  from  March  15  to  March  25. 
The  rent  of  a  stand  covering  approximately  14  square 
metres  is  600  pesetas  (about  £22),  and  open-air  spaces  are 
let  at  from  18s.  per  square  metre.  Further  particulars 
are  obtainable  from  the  Spanish  Travel  Bureau,  11  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  London,  E.G.  4. 

The  Brussels  Commercial  Fair  (instituted  in  1920)  will 
be  held  this  year  from  April  3  to  April  19.  We  under- 
stand that  86  per  cent,  of  last  year's  exhibitors  from  non- 
Belgian  countries,  representing  nineteen  nations,  have 
decided  to  take  space  again.  A  covered  stand  costs  350  fr., 
and  may  be  shared,  if  desired,  by  different  exhibitors. 
The  Belgian  Information  Bureau,  35  Albemarle  Street, 
London,  W.  1,  can  supply  fuller  details. 

The  Brazilian  Centenary  Exhibition  will  be  opened  at 
Eio  de  Janeiro  on  September  7,  and  is  to  remain  open 
till  December  31.  A  committee  has  been  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade,  and  has  already  collected  a  substantial  fund 
towards  the  cost  of  British  participation.  The  Depart- 
ment, the  .address  of  which  is  35  Old  Queen  Street, 
London,  S.W.  1,  learns  that  the  United  States,  Belgium, 
and  other  countries  intend  to  be  strongly  represented,  and 
suggests  that  a  marked  pro-British  feeling  exists  in 
Brazil. 

Spurious  Prescriptions  for  Morphine  Tablets 

At  Portsmouth  Police  Court,  on  January  18,  Ronald 
True,  24  Elphinstone  Road,  Southsea,  was  charged  with 
being  in  unlawful  possession  of  morphine.  Mr.  A.  W. 
Addison,  who  appeared  for  the  prosecution,  stated  that 
on  September  17,  1921,  the  defendant  went  to  the  premises 
of  Mr.  J.  W.  Mcintosh,  Fratton  Rojid,  and  presented  a 
prescription  which  purported  to  be  from  a  Dr.  Parham,  of 
Brighton,  for  some  morphine  tablets.  On  September  20 
and  24  the  defendant  presented  further  prescriptions  and 
obtained  more  of  the  tablets.  By  that  time  the. chemist's 
.suspicions  were  aroused,  so  he  wrote  to  Df.  Parham  to 
make  inquiries.  After  some  time  had  elapsed,  he  received 
an  answer  from  the  doctor's  brother,  which  stated  that 
Dr.  Parham  had  died  in  May  last,  and  could  not  possibly 
have  written  the  prescriptions.  Mr.-  Mcintosh  then  com- 
municated with  the  police.  These  statements  were  corro- 
borated in  evidence  by  Mr.  McTntosh.  Mr.  Payne,  for 
the  defence,  said  that  in  September,  when  the  offence 
occurred,  the  defendant  was  suffering  from  appendicitis, 
and  was  in  acute  pain.  Since  then  he  had  been  treated  by  a 
Harley  Street  specialist,  and  now  he  was  completely  cured 
of  the  habit.  Dr.  S.  A.  K.  Wilson,  Harley  Street,  London, 
was  then  called.  He  stated  that  defendant  came  to  him  in 
October  suffering  from  the  morphine  craving  and  from 
appendicitis.  He  called  in  a  colleague,  a  surgeon,  who 
operated  for  appendicitis.  Afterwards,  in  November,  he 
treated  defendant  for  the  drug  habit,  and  was  successful 
in  completely  curing  him.  Mr.  Payne  :  Is  not  that  treat- 
ment a  very  dangerous  one  ? — Er — it  is  a  very  strenuous 
treatment.  Mr.  Payne  :  I  did  not,  of  course,  mean  to 
suggest  that  it  was  dangerous  in  your  hands,  but  does  not 
the  treatment  consist  of  injections  of  a  very  deadly 
drug  ? — That  is  so.  Mr.  Addison  :  The  same  drug,  I 
believe,  with  which  Dr.  Crippen  poisoned  his  wife? — 
Yes.  The  Clerk  :  He  seems  to  have  been  acting  very 
deliberaffely ;  he  obtained  50  gr.  in  two  days. — He  was 
probably  looking  ahead — that  would  only  be  a  three  days' 
supply  at  the  rate  he  was  taking  it.  Witness  stated  that 
the  dose  (18  gr.  a  day)  was  not  excessive.  Many  of  his 
patients  took  far  more  than  that.  A  fine  of  £5  on  each  of 
three  charges  was  imposed. 
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Birmingham 

A  difficulty  in  obtaining  competent  assistants  is 
lamented  by  a  suburban  pharmacist,  who  has  had  five 
changes  in  the  past  twelve  months. 

A  lecture,  entitled  "  Oiir  Hidden  Friends  and  Foes," 
dealing  with  the  influenza  epidemic,  was  given  by  Mr. 
Wilfrid  Hill  at  the  Bordesley  Palace  on  January  15. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Mr.  George  Johnson,  for 
some  years  chainnan  of  the  city  parks  committee,  who 
was  well  known  to  local  pharmacists  as  an  amateur  photo- 
grapher and  scientist. 

In  a  recently  published  note  on  Edgbaston  it  is  stated 
that  the  hall  was  occupied  in  1785  by  William  Withering, 
M.D.,  cheirlist,  physician,  botanist,  and  the  introducer  of 
digitalis  as  a  medicine. 

A  revival  in  the  sales  of  milk  sterilisers  is  possible, 
iu  view  of  current  discussions  on  milk-feeding.  This  class 
of  apparatus  was  formerly  a  useful  selling  line  in  phar- 
macies, but  seems  almost  to  have  disappeared. 

Bradford 

Influenza  is  prevalent,  but  business  is  not  otherwise 
remarkable. 

Applications  for  wine  licences  will  be  made  at  the 
forthcoming  licensing  sessions  by  Mr.  L.  D.  Hawson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Leeds  Road,  and  Mr.  W.  White- 
liead,  chemist  and  druggist,  Legrams  Lane. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Booth  (Booth  &  Co.,  manufacturing 
chemists.  Idle)  was,  on  January  16,  elected  President 
of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Trade,  which  has  a  mem- 
bership of  between  6,000  and  7,000.  Mr.  Booth's  pre- 
sidential address  was  an  appeal  to  traders  to  place  service 
before  profit,  and  an  indictment  of  modern  socialistic 
industrial  theories. 

Liverpool 

Hanover  Street  reports  an  upward  tendency  of  trade 
this  month,  and  an  optimistic  feeling  grows. 

Inspectors  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  are  paying 
assiduous  attention  to  the  keeping  of  registers  and  other 
requirements  of  the  statute. 

Although  Liverpool  has  remained  comparatively  free 
from  the  "flu,"  wholesalers  and  retailers  are  giving 
prominence  to  their  prophylactics  and  remedies. 

"We  are  overstocked"  is  the  bold  proclamation  at 
Lawrences,  Great  Charlotte  Street,  the  window  being 
filled  with  articles  at  sale  prices.  The  sale  habit  is 
spreading  among  pharmacists. 

•  In  the  Liverpool  Juvenile  Court,  held  by  the  Lancashire 
comity  magistrates  on  January  17,  a  Seaforth  boy  aged 
twelve  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  two  small  bottles  of 
perfume  and  a  bottle  of  sweets  from  the  pharmacy  of 
Knight  &  Rich,  Liverpool  Road,  Great  Crosby.  The  boy 
entered  the  shop  and  asked  to  be  given  an  empty  box ; 
while  left  at  the  counter  he  abstracted  the  three  bottles. 
Previous  convictions  having  been  proved,  the  lad  was 
bound  over  and  warned. 

Manchester 

The  sensation  of  the  past  few  days  has  undoubtedly 
been  the  C.-  <£•  D.  Price  List.  Almost  the  first  question 
put  by  a  chemist  who  met  a  fellow-chemist  has  been  : 
"Well,  what  do  you  think  of  the  C.  <fc  D.  Price  List?  " 
On  every  hand  it  is  considered  a  wonderful  accomplish- 
ment. 

The  Salford  Pharmacists'  Association's  annual  dhnier 
is  to  be  held  on  February  8  at  the  Griffin  Hotel,  Lower 
Broughton.  Many  pharmacists  in  Manchester  and.  Salford 
have  promised  to  be  present,  and  there  is  every  prospect 
of  this  function  being  as  great  a  success  as  it  was  in 
pre-war  days. 

During  the  past  two  weeks  panel  chemists  (and  others) 
~  have  been  having  an  exceedingly  busy  time ;  in  some 
establishments  as  many  as  eighty  to  ninety  scripts  a  day 
have  been  dispensed.  One  chemist  finds  that  he  has  been 
as  busy  as  he  was  in  the  great  influenza  epidemic  of  a 
few  years  ago,  and  general  business  has  also  been  much 
better. 


^  Miscellaneous 

WiNDOV\--SMASH. — A  lorry  backed  into  the  shop-window 
of  Hancock  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists.  Fleet  Street,  London, 
E.C.  4,  on  January  16,  smashing  the  plate  glass  and 
scattering  the  goods. 

Poison-licSnce  application. — W.  J.  W^  Troup,  seed 
merchant.  Market  Square,  Aylesbury,  has  applied  to  the 
local  authority  for  a  licence  under  Section  2  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 

FiEE. — An  escape  of  gas  caused  an  outbreak  of  fire 
recently  on  the  premises  occupied  by  Leighton  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  35  Gray's  Inn  Road, 
London,  W.C.  No  considerable  amount  of  damage  wa« 
done. 

Cost  of  living. — It  is  estimated  in  "  The  Labour 
Crazette  "  that,  on  December  31,  1921,  the  average  level 
of  retail  prices  of  all  the  commodities  taken  into  account 
in  Ministry  of  Labour  statistics  was  "about"  92  pei 
cent,  above  that  of  July  1914,  as  compared  with  99  per 
cent,  on  December  1  and  176  pei'  cent,  on  November  1, 
1920.  This  month's  level  is  the  loM-est  recorded  since 
March  1918. 

A  BATING  DISPUTE. — A  long-standing  dispute  between 
Halifax  traders  and  the  municipal  rating  authority 
(C.  d-  D..  I.,  1921,  p.  66)  reached  a  further  but  indecisive 
stage  on  January  13,  when  an  application  was  renewed 
in  the  local  court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  distres.s 
warrants  against  business  men  who  have  deducted  25  per 
cent,  when  paying  their  current  rates.  The  application 
was  dismissed,  pending  a  decision  by  the  Divisional  Court 
as  to  the  validity  of  valuations  for  the  previous  year. 

In  the  Courts. — At  the  Southend-on-Sea  Children's 
Court,  recently,  two  girls  and  a  boy  were  charged  with 
stealing  a  syplron,  the  property  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Carpenter, 
chemist  and  druggist,  London  Road,  W^estclifl^.  The  boy 
was  placed  on  probation  for  two  years,  and  the  case 
against  the  girls  was  dismissed. — At  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court,  London,  on  January  16,  Hugh  Morton,  who 
stated  that  he  was  formerly  a  chemist's  assistant  in 
South  Africa,  was  remanded  on  a  charge'  of  obtaining 
£600  by  false  pretences. — At  the  South-Western  Police 
Court,  London,  on  January  18,  James  Montague, 
described  as  a  chemist,  was  sentenced  to  six  months' 
imprisonment  for  having  obtained  the  sum  of  £6  10s. 
from  a  tobacconist  by  means  of  a  trick. 

Inquiry  into  asylum  administration. — The  Minister 
of  Health  -has  appointed  a  Committee  consisting  of  Sir 
Cyril  Cobb,  M.V.O.  (chairman),  Mr.  R.  P.  Smith,  M.D.. 
and  Mr.  Bedford  Pierce,  M.D.,  with  Mr.  P.  Barter,  of 
the  Ministry  of  'Health,  as  secretary,  to  investigate  and 
repoi't  on  the  charges  anade  by  Dr.  Lomax  in  his  book 
"  i'he  Experiences  of  an  Asylum  Doctor,"  and  to  make 
recommendations  as  to  any  medical  or  administrative  im- 
provements which  may  be  necessary  and  practicable  in 
respect  of  the  matters  referred  to  by  Dr.  Lomax  without 
amendment  of  the  existing  lunacy  laws.  The  Committee' 
will  reserve  the  right  to  hear  evidence  in  private  in  any 
case  in  which  they  consider  such  a  coiu'se  desirable. 

Panel  envelopes. — In  a  notice  which  was  recently 
issued  by  the  Postmaster-General  reference  was  made  to 
the  introduction  of  more  stringent  regulations  affecting  the 
use  of  transparent  panel  envelopes.  Thase  regulations, 
which  came  into  force  on  January  1  last,  are  not  being 
generally  observed,  and,  in  consequence,  many  letters  in 
panel  envelopes  are  being  stopped  in  the  post.  The  notice 
states  :  "  The  transparent  panel  must  form  an  integral 
part  of  the  envelope,  and  must  be  parallel  to  the  longer 
side,  so  that  the  address  appears  in  the  same  direction  ; 
it  must  be  placed  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  impress 
of  the  date  stamp,  and  must  be  of  a  substance  that  will 
take  writing.  Articles  forwarded  in  envelopes  with  a 
transparent  panel  must  be  registered." 

Italian  Castob,  '  Oil. — Despite  the  excessively  dry 
weather,  the  castor-oil  plant  has  yielded  abundance  of 
oil,  and  if  the  area  devoted  to  cultivation  had  not  been 
reduced  production  during  the  past  year  would  have  been 
much  greater  than  usual.

Brevities 

At  Strabane  Board  of  Guardians  a  letter  was  read  from 
the  Belfast  Boycott  Committee  informing  the  Board  that 
they  had  in  their  employment  Mr.  R.  F.  Blake,  analyst, 
a  Belfast  man,  and  demanding  that  his  services  be  dis- 
pensed with.  Mr.  Blake  succeeded  the  late  'Professor 
Barklie  as  analyst  to  the  Board  some  time  ago.  Notice 
of  motion  was  given. 

The  "  Bollettino  della  Camera  Agrumaria,"  of 
Messina,  draws  attention  to  the  advisability  of  fostering 
direct  relationship  with  Irish  firms,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  existing  political  situation,  which  has  led  to  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  Irish  traders  to  make  themselves  as 
independent  as  possible  of  English  dealers.  The  remarks 
are  followed  by  a  list  of  Irish  importers,  and  by  some 
advice  regarding  the  advisability  of  removing  the  bad 
impression  created  by  former  unsatisfactory  deliveries. 

Belfast 

Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  Ph.C,  72  Holywood  Road,  has 
written  to  the  Police  Committee  of  the  Corporation  ask- 
ing them  to  consider  the  establishment  of  an  aviary  in 
Bellevue  Gardens.  Consideration  was  deferred  nntil  the 
preparation  of  the  next  estimates. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Police  Committee  the  Town 
Clerk  submitted  an  application  from  Mr.  W^.  J.  Clements, 
of  Beattie  &  Co.,  100  High  Street,  for  renewal  of  a  licence 
under  the  iPoisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  Authority 
was  given  for  the  issue  of  the  licence. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  th©  Belfast  Board  of  Guar- 
dians Miss  L.  M.  Gaffikin  said  she  would  be  inclined  to 
allow  the  medical  staff  at  the  institution  a  little  more 
latitude  in  the  choice  of  medicines  and  drugs.  It  seemed 
to  her  that  it  was  f  oolish  to  economise  so  much  on  a  ques- 
tion of  health.  Mr.  John  Wilson  said  the  estimates  for 
the  ensuing  year  allowed  for  £149  more  than  was  spent 
in  medicines  this  year.  There  ought  to  have  been  a  great 
reduction  in  the  price  of  medicines.  The  chairman  said 
he  thought  they  would  all  like  to  follow  on  the  lines  sug- 
gested by  Miss  Gaffikin.  The  institution  was  not  looked 
upon  as  being  merely  a  workhouse,  and  they  desired  to 
keep  it  up  to  date. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Chamber  of  Trade  on 
January  16,  Mr.   W.   J.  Pring  proposed  tlie  following- 


resolution  :  "  That  we  appoint  a  deputation  to  wait  on 
the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  to  ask  him  to  promote  a 
Bill  in  the  Northern  Parliament  to  amend  the  Shop 
Act,  1912,  so  as  to  make  Saturday  the  weekly  half-holi- 
day, chemists  and  druggists  to  be  exempt  from'  the 
weekly  half-holiday  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medi- 
cal appliances,  but  not  from  the  provisions  of  the  earlier- 
closing  orders,  provided  they  give  their  assistants  a 
half-holiday  in  place  of  the  Saturday."  There  was 
considerable  opposition  to  the  resolution,  but  even- 
tually an  amended  resolution  in  favour  of  a  Saturday 
half -holiday  was  passed,  those  opposed  to  such  an  order 
having  to  secure  a  majority  against  it. 

At  the  Northern  Winter  Assizes  in  Belfast  on 
January  12,  six  men,  named  Patrick  Leonard,  Patrick 
Tully,  Hugh  J.  Timmins,  Henry  O'Loan,  Thomas 
McShea,  and  Patrick  Johnston,  were  indicted  for  the 
murder  by  poisoning  of  William  Lyttle,  a  constable  of 
the  Special  Constabulary,  at  Londonderry,  on  Decem- 
ber 2  (C.  (L-  D.,  January  14,  p.  41).  The  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  in  charging  the  jury,  said  with  regard  to  the 
chloroform  it  was  suggested  for  the  defence  that  its 
administration  pointed,  to  the  fact  that  murder  was  not 
intended,  but  anyone  who  might  choose  to  handle  such  a 
dangerous  drug  must  do  so  at  his  peril.  His  lordship 
said  the  jury  could  deal  with  the  prisoners  either  collec- 
tively or  individually.  Leonard,  Johnston,  and  McShea 
were  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  death.  The  others 
were  acquitted,  but  were  detained  in  custody  pending  the 
hearing  of  another  charge. 


Scottish  News 

Brevities 

Mr.  R.  Neilson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ayr,  has  re- 
moved from  134  High  Street  to  31  Burns  Statue  Square. 

The  tender  of  J.  &  W.  McCallum,  chemists,  for  the 
supply  of  drugs,  etc.,  has  been  accepted  by  Maxwelltowri 
Council. 

After  being  closed  down  for  a  considerable  period  the 
Burntisland  works  of  the  British  Aluminium  Co.,  Ltd., 
have  restarted  operations. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Eraser,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  purchased 
the  business  of  Mr.  G.  Dyet,  chemist  and  druggist, 
21  High  Street,  Dunblane. 

The  "  Geddes  Committee"  is  understood  to  have  ex- 
pressed satisfaction  at  the  state  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health,  and  the  economies  achieved 
by  departmental  effort  are  deemed  sufficient. 

The  business  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  Stewart,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Kirkintilloch,  is  being  carried  on  by  his 
daughter,  Miss  D.  G.  Stewart,  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
was  formerly  on  the  dispensing  staff  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Glasgow. 

Edinburgh 

Several  unemployed  pharmacists  have  secured  tem- 
porary situations  as  a  result  of  the  influenza  outbreak. 

"  With  certain  limited  exceptions  the  problem  of 
venereal  disease  had  not  been  faced  squarely  by  Parlia- 
ment, the  local  and  educational  authorities,  churches,  or 
the  medical  profession,"  was  the  view  expressed  by  Sir 
James  Leishman  when  addressing  a  meeting  in  the 
Central  Hall  on  January  15. 

At  the  Sheriff  Court,  on  January  11,  a  local  business 
house  was  charged,  at  the  instance  of  the  Royal  Warrant 
Holders'  Association,  with  using  a  label  bearing  the 
royal  arms,  or  arms  so  nearly  resembling  the  same  as  to 
lead  to  the  belief  that  they  were  authorised  to  use  the 
royal  arms.  Defendants  pleaded  "  Noti  guilty,"  and  the 
trial  will  take  place  on  January  30. 

Glasgow 

Mr.  Andrew  Johnston,  chemist  and  druggist,  ha"  been 
awarded  the  first  prize  of  £50  in  a  recent  competition  in 
"  The  Passing  Show." 

The  newly  appointed  clerk  to  the  Burgh  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  W.  S.  Phillips,  was  formerly  deputy  clerk  to 
the  Cheshire  Insurance  Committee. 
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The  annual  dinner  of  the  Glasgow  Pharmacy  Club  and 
the  presentation  of  prizes  will  take  place  in  the 
Athenaeum  Restaurant,  Buchanan  Street,  on  January  31. 

Speaking  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  January  16,  Mr.  F.  Russell, 
the  chairman,  said  it  was  a  hopeful  sign  that  foreign 
markets  were  growing  more  appreciative  of  the  high 
quality  and  dependability  of  British  manufactures,  but 
at  the  same  time  a  ruthless  cutting  down  of  expenditure 
and  a  material  reduction  in  national  and  local  taxation 
were  needed  immediately  if  the  United  Kingdom  was  to 
get  any  chance  at  all. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  sections  of  the  Society 
of  Cliemical  Industry  and  the  Institute  of  Chemistry 
was  held  on  January  12,  when  a  discussion  on  the  teaching 
of  chemistry  was  opened  by  Professor  R.  M.  Caven, 
D.Sc,  of  the  Royal  Technical  College.  Dr.  Caven 
divided  the  teaching  into  two  parts  :  (1)  Subject-matter; 
(2)  method.  Regarding  the  latter,  he  considered  that  it 
should  be  by  lectures  and  class  work,  and  by  practical 
work  in  the  laboratory.  Practical  work  is  of  the  utmost 
importance.  Lectures  are  valuable  for  imparting  facts 
the  student  cannot  otherwise  gain,  and  particularly 
for  inculcating  principles  and  an  outlook  upon  the  science 
as  a  whole.  The  heuristic  method  of  practical  teaching 
is  ideal  scientifically,  and  is  especially  valuable  as  a  pro- 
test against  the  impartation  of  facts  unintelligently. 
The  study  of  chemical  history  is  much  to  be  commended, 
and  especially  that  of  the  methods  of  working  pursued  by 
the  masters  of  the  sciences. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

An  interesting  point. — A  Belgian  pharmacist,  in  a 
recent  letter  to  the  "  Journal  de  Pharmacie  de 
Belgique,"  asks  whether  he  acted  within  his  rights  in 
the  following  case  : 

A  customer,  who  was  unknown  to  me,  came  into  my 
pharmacy  and  presented  a  copy  of  a  prescription.  He  had 
cut  out  the  part  on  which  the  price  charge  had  been 
marked,  as  he  knew  that  it  bore  the  price.  I  refused  to 
make  up  the  prescription  on  the  ground  that  the  copy  he 
had  presented  did  not  represent  the  original  document, 
and  before  his  eyes  I  threw  the  copy  into  the  waste-paper 
basket,  requesting  him  at  the  same  time  never  again  to 
enter  my  pharmacy. 

The  question  at  issue  is  whether  the  removal  of  a  portion 
of  the  copy  handed  to  a  customer  by  the  latter  constitutes 
an  illegal  alteration  in  a  document,  a  kind  of  "forgery." 

What's  in  a  name? — That  the  question  of  titles  still 
plays  a  very  important  part  in  German  life  is  evidenced 
by  a  recent  notification  issued  by  the  Imperial  Minister 
of  the  Interior  -  whereby  the  words  "apprentice" 
(Lehrling)  and  "  help  "  (Gehilfe),  wherever  these  occur 
in  the  existing  laws  and  regulations  concerning  pharmacy, 
are  to  be  replaced  by  the  designations  "  Praktikant  " 
and  "  Assistent."  Thus  ends  a  long  strife  in  the  ranks 
of  the  profession,  since  for  many  years  the  appellations 
"Lehrling  "  and  "  Gehilfe"  were  held  by  many  modern 
spirits  to  be  no  longer  consonant  with  the  dignity  of 
the  profession,  and  to  savour  too  much  of  mere  trade.  It 
is  interesting  to  note,  particularly  in  view  of  the  nationnl 
movement  to  avoid  so  far  as  possible  the  use  of  words 
of  foreign  derivation,  that  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  discover  two  suitable  titles  of  purely  German  origin. 

Opening  of  Rockefeller  institute.— This  institution 
was  opened  at  Peking  recently  by  Mr.  J,  D.  Rocke- 
feller, who  went  specially  over  from  the  United  States 
for  the  occasion.  Some  hundreds  of  medical  men,  both 
lay  and  missionary,  attended  the  ceremonies,  which 
lasted  four  days.  Many  of  them  were  from  distant  parts, 
and  few  American  or  European  countries  were  unrepre- 
sented. The  object  of  the  institution  is  to  carry  on  with 
greater  scope  the  work  done  by  the  Peking  Union  Medical 
College,  which  was  started  some  years  ago  by  Dr.  Thos. 
Cochrane,  of  the  London  Mission,  who  came  specially 
from  Scotland  to  attend  the  opening  ceremony.  The 
dispensary  is  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Cameron,  M.P.S. 


Among  those  connected  with  the  drug  and  chemical 
trades  present  were  Mr.  Studd,  of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.  5 
Mr.  Hanson,  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. ;  Mr.  Stokely, 
of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  ;  and  Mr.  Eddo,  of  Reid  Bros., 
San  Francisco. 

Chemical  Exchange  fob  Germany  ? — The  establishment 
of  an  exchange  for  chemicals  in  Berlin  was  mooted  towards 
the  end  of  1919,  but  the  project  was  dropped.  Now  the 
proposal  is  being  again  advanced,  this  time  with  the 
arguments  that  it  will  serve  to  improve  and  promote 
business,  assist  in  excluding  undesirable  elements  from 
this  branch  of  business,  and  also  improve  exports.  The 
association  for  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the 
chemical  industry  is  opposing  this  plan,  as  only  a  few 
firms  in  Berlin  would  benefit.  Further,  the  existence  of 
an  exchange  would  facilitate  trading  by  outsiders,  and 
how  the  exchange  would  stimulate  exports  is  not  clear, 
since  exports  depend  upon  the  buying  capacity  of  the 
countries  importing,  while  the  home  consumption  is 
regulated  by  actual  requ.irement-s  and  ability  to  pay  for 
purchases. 

A  PROMISING  industry. — Following  the  establishment 
of  the  Government  monopoly  of  alcohol  in  Finland,  the 
Government  has  decided  to  undertake  the  manufacture 
of  various  alcoholic  toilet  preparations,  such  as  hair- 
washes,  mouth-washes,  perfumes,  etc.  A  factory  for  this 
purpose  has  been  erected  in  Rajameki,  and  the  existing 
thirty-six  factories  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  toilet 
preparations  regard  the  new  competition  with  consider- 
able apprehension.  While  private  manufacturers  experi- 
ence difficulty  in  obtaining  permits  for  alcohol,  which 
is  charged  at  the  rate  of  40  Finnish  marks  a  litre,  the 
State  factory  will  be  able  to  use  cheap  alcohol  and  con- 
fiscated stocks.  In  addition,  the  State  now  requires 
every  manufacturer  of  perfumes,  etc.,  to  _  submit  his 
formulas,  lists  of  his  clients,  and  also  of  his  soui'ces 
of  raw  materials,  etc.,  whereby  the  State  is  in  a  position 
to  control  private  enterprise  in  opposition  to  its 
national  perfumery  factory. 

Lysol  IN  Australia. — Many  firms  in  different  parts  of 
Australia,  states  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Austral- 
asia," are  packing  a  cresylic-acid  preparation  imder  the 
name  of  "lysol,"  and  the  question  was  asked  during  the 
month  whether  that  word  may  now  be  used  by  any  manu- 
facturer of  a  similar  compound.      On  being  asked  the 
direct  question,  the  Trade  Marks  Department  in  Mel- 
bourne replied  that  the  registration  of  the  word  "  lysol  " 
was  avoided  as  from  July  23,  1917.    The  department  does 
not  explain  that  the  word  "  avoided  "  is  used  in  a  limited 
and  technical  sense,  and  is   equivalent  to  "quashed." 
That  is  to  say,  the  registration  of  the  trade-mark  has  been 
deleted  as  if  it  had  never  been  registered.    The  further 
question  is  asked  whether  the  original  proprietors  could" 
get  the  word  "  lysol  "  reinstated  on  the  register.    No  one 
can  answer  that  question.    The  original  proprietor  would 
have  to  apply  to  the  Registrar  of  Trade  Marks  for  the 
registration  of  the  mark  as  an  old  mark.    He  would  be 
faced  with  very  great  difficulties,  technical  and  legal; 
also  with  the  opposition  of  all  the  firms  who  had  been 
manufacturing  lysol  in  the  meanwhile.    The  court  would 
hesitate  greatly  to  destroy  the  business  that  had  been 
created  by  the  legitimate  use  of  the  word  "  lysol  "  during 
the  period  following  its  removal  from  the  register.  This 
is  quite  a  different  case  from  that  where  a  manufacturer 
has  been  unlawfully  using  such  a  word  as  "lysol,"  and 
has  interfered  with  existing  rights  of  the  owner  of  the 
trade-mark.    That  would  be  stopped  by  the  courts.  Since 
1917  the  original  proprietor  has  had   no   right  in  the 
word.    Other  businesses  have  grown  up  and  have  esta- 
blished vested  rights.    While  it  is  impossible  to  say  that 
the  word  "  lysol  "  will  not  be  reinstated  as  a  trade-mark 
until  it  has  been  finally  pronounced  upon  by  the  whole 
of  the  courts,  including  the  High  Court  of  Australia,  yet 
it  seems  very  unlikely  that  this  will  be  done.    The  mark 
has  probably  become  "  publici  juris,"  or  common  property. 

The  Kertamanah  Cinchona  Co.  has  decided  to  pay 
an  interim  dividend  for  the  year  1921  amounting  to  20  per 
cent,  on  the  100-florin  shares. 
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Hydrogen  Peroxide  by  Rail. 

Interesting  evidence  was  given  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  London,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Horridge,  on  January  12,  in  an  action  brought  by 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  against  the  L.E.P. 
Transport  and  Depository,  Ltd.,  Long  Acre,  London,  for 
alleged  breach  of  warranty  in  connection  with  the  carriage 
by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  from  Tilbury  to  Luton 
of  "oxygen  water"  in  glass  carboys.  The  case  for  the 
plaintiffs  was  that  this  "  oxygen  water  "  was  a  concen- 
trated solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide.  It  was  measured 
by  the  volume  of  gas  it  gave  off,  and  was  usually  in 
strengths  of  10,  12,  or  20  volumes ;  but  there  was  a  foreign 
firm  who,  by  adding  sulphuric  acid,  had  a  concentrated 
solution  up  to  100  volumes.  It  is  a  highly  corrosive 
article,  and  a  quantity  was  sent  from  Zurich  to  Tilbury 
and  thence  by  the  defendants  over  the  plaintiffs'  railway 
to  Luton,  the  goods  being  described  as  "oxygen  water" 
in  carboys.  The  stoppers  of  some  were  destroyed  by  the 
liquid,  and  certain  carboys  were  overturned  and  the  liquid 
damaged  some  hat  bodies  or  hoods  that  were  being  carried 
in  the  same  trucks.  The  plaintiffs  had  to  compensate  the 
owners  of  the  hat  bodies,  and  they  accordingly  now  sued 
the  defendants.  Mr.  Hogg,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany, said  their  case  was  that  the  sending  of  goods  in 
this  way  implied  a  warranty  that  they  were  not 
dangerous.  He"  understood  the  liquid  was  known  as 
Perhydrol.  The  defence  set  up  that  there  w.as  no  breach 
of  warranty,  and  that  the  goods  were  received  by  the 
defendants  as  common  carriers  and  that  they  were  not 
liable.  Evidence  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs  that  the 
solution  of  20  volumes  did  not  destroy  like"  the  100 
volumes.  Mr.  W.  M.  Young,  analyst  to  the  G.N.R., 
said  he  had  not  known  that  hydrogen  peroxide  of  any- 
thing like  100  volumes  was  carried  in  glass  carboys.  With 
100-volume  strength  the  effect  on  organic  substances  would 
be  profound;  it  was  the  liberated  oxygen  from  the 
oxygenated  water  that  caused  the  damage,  and  it  would 
attack  wood,  cork,  and  metal.  Coming  into  contact 
with  the  stopper  the  liquid  might  cause  organic  matter 
to  enter  the  liquid  and  liberate  oxygen,  so  that  internal 
gas  pressure  would  be  created  to  blow  out  the  stopper 
or  break  the  carboy7  The  fact  that  some  of  the  carboys 
not  overturned  had  the  bungs  blown  out  would  be 
accounted  for  in  that  way.  Mr.  Eustace  Hills,  K.C.,  cross- 
examining  for  the  defendants,  said  that  Perhydrol  was  a 
solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide,  and  the  latter  was  in  the 
non-dangerous  list  of  the  railway  company's  schedule. 
Asked  what  there  was  to  show  the  trader  that  he  was  not 
entitled  to  consign  this  as  hydrogen  peroxide  solution, 
witness  said  although  this  appeared  in  the  non-dangerous 
list  on  one  page  it  was  notified  on  another  that  where  the 
goods  were  dangerous  they  were  not  to  be  treated  as  within 
the  non-dangerous  class.  Mr.  Hills  said  the  railway  com- 
pany could  have  declared  anything  over  10-  or  20-  volume 
strength  to  be  dangerous,  but  had  not  done  so.  Moreover, 
they  had  a  dangerous  list  in  which  this  did  not  appear. 
Further  cross-examined,  witness  said  this  was  not  really 
"  oxygenated  water."  It  seemed  to  be  a  term  invented  to 
deceive  the  railway  companies.  He  agreed  it  was  debate- 
able  that  the  breaking  of  the  glass  might  have  been  due 
to  something  other  than  internal  pressure,  and  that  the 
glass  was  thin.  He  would  not  care  to  give  a  definite 
opinion  as  to  whether  for  commercial  purposes  the 
20-volume  solution  would  not  destroy  equally  with  the 
100-volume.  Mr.  Leonard  Archbutt,  chief  chemist  to  the 
Midland  Railway  Co.  and  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Railway  Chemists,  said  the  carriage  of  hydrogen  peroxide 
solution  had  been  a  traffic  carried  on  in  carboys  for  many 
years,  and  until  this  case  he  had  never  heard  of  the 
transit  of  100-volume  strength  in  carboys  in  this  country. 
The  strength  +he  companies  were  carrying  was  up  to  about 
20  volumes.  He  found  through'  experiments  on  hat-felt 
fabric  with  20-volume  strength  and  with  Perhydrol  that 
the  forrner  bleached  the  fabric  but  di(i  not  destroy  its 
character.  Perhydrol  destroyed  the  fabric  and  caused 
great  shrinkage.  Mr.  Isaac  E.  Weber,  head  chemist  to 
B.  Laporte,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers,  said  the  com- 
pany produced  at  Luton  12,000  to  15,000  gallons  per  week 


of  hydrogen  peroxide,  equal  to  60  per  cent,  of  the  whule 
production  of  the  country.  They  produced  at  10,  12,  15, 
and  20  volumes,  these  being  the  strengths  ordinarily  com- 
mercially used.  A  solution  of  100  volumes  would  make 
felt  brittle  and  destroy  the  fibres.  All  solutions  of  com- 
mercial hydrogen  peroxide  had  some  sulphuric  acid — 0.03 
to  0.04  per  cent,  in  solutions  up  to  20  volumes.  A  sample 
of  the  100-volume  showed  0.96  per  cent,  sulphuric  acid. 
Cork  or  wood  stoppers  would  be  unsuitable  for  100 
volumes — they  would  have  to  be  specially  waxed  or 
treated  and  a  tube  used  as  a  vent-hole.  Cross-examined, 
they  had  received  the  solution  from  abroad  up  to  100 
volumes.  Evidence  was  given  for  the  defence  that  the 
carboys  were  in  good  order  and  had  waxed  corks  with 
vent  and  cap. 

Judgment 

Mr.  Justice  Horridge,  giving  judgment,  said  the 
plaintiffs'  case  was  that  there  was  an  implied  warranty 
by  the  defendants  that  the  goods  were  not  dangerous. 
This  solution  might  be  harmless,  and  it  was  classified  by 
the  railway  company  among  non-dangerous  goods  as 
hydrogen  peroxide.  Whether  it  was  harmless  or  not 
depended  upon  the  strength  of  the  solution,  and  every- 
body called  in  connection  with  the  railway  company  had 
said  they  would  not  expect  a  solution  that  would  give 
off  more  than  20  volumes  of  oxygen,  whereas  this  solution 
had  over  100  volumes.  ,  He  was  satisfied  the  solution 
would  cause  serious  damage  to  organic  matter,  and  that 
it  did  damage  these  hoods,  and  that  the  damage  arose 
from  the  nature  of  the  solution.  The  question,  there- 
fore, arose  if  there  was  a  warranty  by  the  defendants 
as  to  the  goods  not  being  dangerous.  He  was  of  opinion 
the  plaintiffs  had  to  carry  the  goods  because  of  their 
statutory  position,  and  there  was  a  corresponding  war- 
ranty by  the  defendants  that  the  goods  were  not 
dangerous.  He  decided  the  goods  were  dangerous,  and 
that  there  was  a  breach  of  the  warranty.  It  seemed 
to  him,  however,  that  the  railway  company  would,  only 
be  liable  to  the  owner  of  the  felts  in  regard  to  negli- 
gence. Therefore  the  railway  company  could  not  suc- 
ceed here,  as  they  had  not  shown  they  were  responsible 
to  make  the  payment ;  it  was  either  a  voluntary  payment 
or  one  made  in  respect  of  their  own  negligence.  There- 
fore there  must  be  judgment  for  the  defendants,  but  as 
the  costs  had  been  mainly  incurred  on  the  issue  of  whether 
the  goods  were  dangerous  he  would  say  the  defendants 
must  have  the  ordinary  costs  and  the  plaintiffs  the  costs 
of  the  issues  on  which  they  had  succeeded.

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The  New  Treatment 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Western  (London]  Pharmacists' 
Association  on  January  12,  the  President  (Mr.  W.  E.  D. 
Shirtliff)  in  the  chair.  Dr.  Ernest  Jones.  President  of  the 
British  and  International  Psycho-Analytical  Societies, 
delivered  the  following  lecture  on 

Psycho-Analysis . 

[Absteact] 

All  of  you  who  have  heard  about  the  subject  must 
know  that  it  involves  the  treatment  of  disease  by  mental 
measures.  In  other  words,  it  dispenses  with  drugs,  and 
therefore  takes  the  bread  out  of  yom'  mouths. 
•  Laughter.)  But  there  is  more  conuection  between  our 
work  and  yom-s  than  jnay  at  first  sight  appear.  What 
is  psycho-analysis  ?  One  can  give  a-s  the  definition  that 
it  is  a  method  of  technique,  a  technical  method  of  explor- 
ing and  investigating  the  deeper  layers  of  the  mind, 
which  we  in  our  jargon  call  unconscious,  devised  by  a 
ceftaiir  Professor  Freud,  of  Vienna.  I  have  defined  the 
subject  in  terms  of  method,  and  you  will  at  once  a-sk 
what  has  this  to  do  with  treatment  ?  What  do  we  do 
after  we  have  investigated  the  mind  ?  And  here  in  a 
very  curious  way  the  two  things,  investigation  and  treat- 
ment, fall  together.  The  word  "psycho-analysis  "  is  also 
applied  not  only  to  the  method  of  investigation,  but 
to  the  results  of  investigation.  It  is  a  method,  and 
the  word  is  also  used  to  indicate  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  as  the  result  of  this  investigation.  So  that  the  word 
has  that  double  meaning.  The  third  meaning  is  more 
difiicult  to  understand — namely,  it  is  a  method  of  dealing 
with  certain  disorders.  I  do  not  propose  to  bore  you 
with  anything  about  the  relation  of  mind  to  body.  I 
think  it  is  a  subject  on  which  we  are  perfectly  in  the 
dark,  and  I  will  deal  with  this  matter  as  a  practical 
man  to  practical  men.  That  there  is  a  connection  is 
obvious.  There  are  two  sets  of  conditions — namely, 
symptoms  or  sufferings  of  an  obviously  mental  order  and 
certain  bodily  conditions.  The  mental  symptoms  may  be 
the  result  of  bodily  disturbance.  It  is  certain  that  they 
are  sometimes,  and  therefore  the  obvious  comment  is 
that  if  we  want  to-  deal  with  these  cases  radically  we 
must  deal  with  the  bodily  causes.  The  older  view  was 
that  fear,  mental  distress,  phobias,  and  obsessions  were 
dependent  upon  certain  disturbances  of  the  brain.  That 
was  the  view  about  twenty  years  ago.  and  the  only  trouble 
was  that  no  one  was  able  to  bring  forward  any  evidence 
of  it.  Then  it  was  suggested  that  the  changes  were  so 
fine  that  they  could  not  be  discovered.  The  connection 
between  the  mind  and  the  body  is  a  very  int-eresting  one. 

Mlnd  axd  Body 

It  lies  very  much  more  in  the  sympathetic  nervous 
system  in  the  trunk  of  the  body  and  with  the  organs 
so  closely  related  to  the  sympathetic  nervous  system 
— endocrine  or  ductless  -  glands,  thyroid,  pituitary, 
suprarenal,  and  so  forth.  It  is  known  by  means  of 
experiment  that  changes  in  these  glands  may  be 
followed  by  mental  disturbances,  and — what  is  much 
more  complex — that  mental  disturbance  can  be  followed 
by  changes  in  these  glands.  Many  attempts  have  been 
made  to  make  use  of  the  products  of  these  glan-ds  not  only 
for  bodily  but  mental  disorders;  and  the  difficulty  about 
it  is  to  know  quite  where  the  trouble  begins,  on  which 
side.  It  is  difficult  to  tell  which  is  primarj-.  and  indeed 
both  may  be  primarj".  For  instance,  if  one  of  you  gets 
a  telegram  containing  bad  news  which  causes  you  to  suffer 
from  depre-ssion,  I  do  not  think  you  are  likely  to  take  the 
view  that  there  is  something  the  matter  with  yom- 
thyroid  gland.  As  practical  men  you  would  say,  "  I  have 
been  affected  mentally  by  a  mental  cause";  and  in  this 
condition  of  mental  distress,  whether  the  primary  dis- 
turbance lie^  in  the  ductless  glands  or  the  mental  cause, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  it  can  be  dealt  with  from  either 
side.  If  is  only  a  matter  of  which  is  the  more  expedient 
and  which  side  is  the  more  accessible.  That  we  can  deal 
with  mental  states  by  mental  measures  is  a  truism  very 
often  forgotten  ,by  doctors  and.  so   far  as  I  know,  by 


everybody  else.  The  whole  existence  of  the  Pre.ss,  of 
politicians  or  orators  in  Parliament  is  spent  in  attempting 
to  produce  mental  change-s  by  mental  stimtili  either  by 
means  of  the  written,  or  the  spoken  word.  Therefore 
a  priori,  nolxxly  can  deny  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
deal  with  mental  conditions  in  this  way.  If  you  want  to 
teach  your  lK>y  French  you  don't  say,  "  I  must  feed 
the  cortex  of  his  brain  so  that  he  can  leam  the  language." 
You  supply  mental  stimuli.  So  we  do  in  our  work.  We 
.supply  mental  stimuli  with  the  idea,  of  altering  the 
patient's  mind.  On  the  other  hand,  every  one  of  these 
mental  changes  goes  parallel  with  the  bodily  ones.  It  is 
possible  that  in  the  future  we  may  be  able  to  say  that 
with  a  knowledge  of  French  go  certain  changes  of  the 
nervous  system,  and  it  is  conceivable  that  we  might  be 
able  to  teach  French  by  giving  the  appropriate  drugs. 
I  Hear,  hear,  and  laughter. )  It  is  quite  feasible  that 
mental  changes  are  associated  with  bio-chemical  changes  in 
the  body,  and  that  if  the  chemistry  of  these  processes  be 
established  we  can  affect  the  minds  of  .such  persons  by 
giving  the  proper  remedy. 

ThEEE  COMPAHTJffiXTS 

I  have  ".ef erred  to  the  deeper  layers  of  the  mind  to 
which  we  give  the  name  of  the  unconscious  mind,  and  as 
that  plays  the  central  part  in  psycho-analytical  work, 
I  must  say  something  about  it.  What  happens  to  the 
memories  that  we  all  possess,  but  which  are  not  available 
at  a  given  moment?  Tou  say,  "What  was  that  man"s 
name  ?  I  know  it  as  well  as  I  know  my  own,  but  I  can't 
recall  it."  Tou  know  perfectly  well  that  that  name  is 
inside  your  personality  somewhere,  the  proof  being  that 
in  five  minutes"  time  it  may  crop  up  in  your  mind.  In 
what  state  was  that  memory  when  for  a  time  it  was 
inaccessible  to  you  ?  We  simply  say  it  was  in  another 
region  of  the  mind,  which  introduces  at  once  a  very 
strange  matter — namely,  the  idea  of  the  mind  being  in 
different  compartments — and  one  which  is  very  foreign  to 
our  ordinary  work.  There  seems  no  escape  from  the  con- 
clusion that  the  mind  is  not  only  divided  into  three  com- 
partments, but  that  the  part  of  the  mind  to  which  we 
have  access  is  really  the  smallest  and  least  important  part. 
That  is  a  revolutionary  idea  ;  indeed,  one  of  the  most 
revolutionary  ideas  that  Freud  or  any  other  man  has  ever 
introduced.  Inklings  of  the  idea,  however,  were  in  the 
air  before  the  time  of  Freud  :  Frederic  Myers  and  others 
had  speculated  on  the  source  of  our  ideas.  When  a  man 
gets  an  idea,  where  does  it  come  from?  Obviously  not 
from  the  sky.  It  must  come  from  within,  from  some 
deeper  layer  of  the  mind.  Take  the  case  of  hypnotism, 
for  example.  Suppose  you  h^"pnotise  a  person  success- 
fully and  you  say,  "  Thirty-two  minutes  after  you  awake 
you  will  walk  to  the  middle  of  the  room  and  stick  your 
umbrella  on  the  floor  upside  down."  You  wake  the 
patient,  who  has  no  memory  whatever  of  what  has  been 
going  on  in  his  somnambulic  state.  Yet  at  the  end  of  the 
thirty-two  minutes  that  person  will  do  what  you  have 
told  him.  You  stare  at  him  and  say,  "  What  made  yon 
do  that  ?  "  and  he  will  probably  invent  some  pretext,  or 
perhaps  he  will  say.  "  I  don't  know  why  I  did  it  :  some 
impulse  came  over  me,  and  I  felt  I  had  to  do  it."  Here 
you  have  two  things.  First,  that  an  idea  can  persist 
without  a  person's  knowledge  of  it :  and,  more  than  that, 
that  ideas  can  be  active — they  can  make  a  person  do  some- 
thing without  knowing  why  lae  does  it.  There  were  these 
two  conditions  long  before  Freud,  but  the  only  attempt 
to  reach  these  deeper  layers  of  the  mind  was  by  means 
of  h\"pnosis,  and  that  was  shown  to  have  very  definite 
limitations,  apart  from  the  fact  that  many  people  could 
not  be  hypnotised. 

Feeud's  Discoveby 
The  invention  of  Freud  was  the  discovery  of  a  tech- 
niciue  which  enabled  him  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  and 
actually  to  approach  these  layers  of  the  mind.  There- 
fore what  previously  had  been  merely  speculation  as  to 
what  went  on  in  those  deejier  lavers  now  became  a  matter 
of  scientific  investigation.  It  was  possible  by  means  of 
technical  devices  to  penetrate  and  discover  what  was 
there,  how  it  acted,  and  what  effects  it  might  have.  And 
that    is    the    science    of    psycho-analysis.      It    is  the 
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means  of  investigating  what  goes  on  in  the  deeper 
layers  of  the  mind.  One  of  the  things  discovered 
in  that  way  was  that  as  you  explored  deeper  you  found 
a  great  many  memories  and  perhaps  other  ideas,  motives, 
wishes,  and  so  on,  which  the  person  had  forgotten.  In 
other  words,  there  is  a-  region  of  the  mind  where  memories 
exist  out  of  consciousness  for  the  moment,  but  they  can 
be  recalled  by  memories  which  a  person  recognises  and 
which  are  familiar  to  him.  To  that  region  of  the  mind 
we  give  the  name  of  the  pre-conscious  mind,  the  threshold 
of  the  conscious,  what  you  have  heard  roughly  spoken 
of  as  subconscious.  But  further  explanation  discloses 
the  co-existence  of  a  region  of  the  mind  where  things 
go  on  not  only  which  a  person  has  forgotten,  and  does 
not  know  about,  but  which  he  never  has  known  about. 
In  other  words,  there  is  a  region  of  the  mind  that  may 
literally  be  called  unknown  to  the  person.  What  about 
its  relation  to  consciousness  ?  The  relation  is  this,  and 
it  is  a  very  curious  and  interesting  one.  Our  -wishes, 
thoughts,  interests,  impulses,  and  fears  are  ultimately 
derived  from  the  unconscious'  mind.  Not  only  is  the 
conscious  mind  only  a  part  of  the  total  mind,  it  is  not 
the  most  important  part.  It  is  derived  from  a  more 
fundamental  source  ;  our  impulses,  thoughts,  and  wishes 
have  become  transformed  into  conscious  processes. 
Strictly  speaking,  we  never  know  why  we  know  anything, 
why  we  are  interested  in  a  thing,  why  we  do  a  thing. 
We  know  the  approximate  reason.  The  next  interesting 
thing  about  the  unconscious  is  as  to  the  nature  of  these 
fundamental  processes.  There,  again,  we  approach  the 
bodily  side  of  man ;  these  fundamental  processes  are  the 
primary  instincts  that  we  inherited  at  birth — hunger, 
sex,  fear,  and  the  rest.  I  do  not  think  we  have  traced 
out  how  many  of  these  instincts  there  are,  but  they  are 
perhaps  different  forms  of  07ie  or  two.  I  saw  it  stated 
in  a  book  not  long  ago  that  there  is  an  instinct  for  catch- 
ing trout  and  another  for  catching  pike.  (Laughter.)  ■ 
But  probably,  if  we  are  able  to  analyse  them,  we  shall 
find  their  number  to  be  very  small,  perhaps  half-a-dozen. 
And  for  practical  purposes  we  will  divide  them  into  two 
groups — those  concerned  with  the  preservation  of  the 
individual  and  those  concerned  with  the  preservation  of 
the  race — the  ego  instincts  and  the  sexual  or  racial 
instincts.  These  are  the  two  fundamental  groups,  which 
can  be  split  up  into  several  others.  In  my  references 
to  the  derivation  of  the  higher,  more  conscious  mental 
processes  from  the  fundamental  ones  you  will  see  at  once 
the  reference  to  the  whole  question  of  genesis  and  develop- 
ment. And  it  will,  therefore,  not  surprise  you  when  I 
tell  you  that  the  unconscious  mind  has  a  close  resem- 
blance to  the  mind  of  a  young  child,  and  particularly 
an  infant.  When  I  say  "young,"  I  mean  below  the 
age  of  two;  "a  developed  person,"  about  the  age  of 
six;  and  "an  adult,"  about  the  age  of  twelve.  We 
think  the  character,  the  personality,  is  formed  very  much 
earlier  than  used  to  be  believed.  Nothing  that  happens 
to  a  person  after  the  age  of  five  or  six  will  change  his 
personality  or  character  very  much.  That  is  why  edu- 
cation does  relatively  little  harm.  {Laughter.)  Of 
course,  every  effort  is  made  to  do  harm  by  education — 
(laughter) — but  fortunately  it  gets  us  a  little  too  late. 

The  Dynamic  Element 
These  unconscious  processes  are  not  to  be  regarded  as 
a  sort  of  depot,  a  sub-conscious  mind  where  you  dump 
forgotten  memories.  There  are  human  tendencies  which 
are  constantly  striving  for  expression,  satisfaction,  grati- 
fication, or  assertion  in  some  form  or  other.  It  is  very 
likely  that  all  these  tendencies  are  really  disturbances 
which  we  instinctively  Seek  to  allay,  just  like  itchings. 
Just  as  when  you  tickle  the  foot  it  is  drawn  away,  so 
it  is  probable  that  these  impulses  are  disturbances, 
excitations  of  the  body,  and  therefore  there  is  a  tendency 
to  allay  them.  That  is  where  the  dynamic  side  comes 
in.  Many  of  these  impulses  are  converted  into'  forms 
which  it  is  possible  to  gratify.  There  is  very  little 
doubt  that  the  desire  for  knowledge  is  a  derivation  from 
primitive  curiosity.  The  latter  in  some  animals  seems 
to  be  connected  with  smell ;  in  ourselves  it  is  connected 
with  vision.    Sometimes  when  these  transformations  do 


come  on  all  is  well,  but  there  are  circumstances  in  which 
things  go  wrong.  A  given  impulse  in  the  unconscious 
mind  may  be  too  obstinate.  It  may  say  :  "  No,  I  am  not 
going  to  have  a  substitute ;  I  insist  on  having  what  I 
want  myself."  And  this  may  be  incompatible  with  our 
conscious  ego.  That  is  to  say,  there  is  a  part  of  our 
mind  which  chooses  which  of  these  instincts  shall  be 
gratified — which  of  them  shall  be  allowed  to  come  to 
consciousness  and  which  shall  not.  We  have  only  to 
think  what  instincts  are  in  the  child,  whether  we  pre- 
tend they  are  in  us  or  not.  Take  the  child's  recklessness 
as  to  the  laws  of  property,  its  obvious  delight  in  dabbling 
in  dirt  and  smearing  the  walls  with  it — things  from 
which  the  child  has  to  be  weaned.  Such  impulses 
would  not  be  allowed  to  come  to  our  consciousness.  In 
other  words,  there  is  a  barrier  to  which  we  give  the 
name  of  "the  censorship."  Either  these  impulses  can  be 
gratified,  or  they  produce  a  state  of  conflict.  The 
pressure  from  the  conscious  side  says  "  No,"  the 
striving  says  "  Yes"  ;  and  you  have  a  conflict,  to  which 
we  give  the  technical  name  of  "  sublimation."  We 
speak  of  the  sublimation  of  these  lower  impulses  into 
the  higher  ones.  If  one  analyses  a  neurotic  symptom, 
one  finds  that  it  is  a  disguised  form  of  two  conflicting 
impulses.  It  represents  a  compromise  formation  of  a 
more  or  less  satisfactory  kind.  The  repressed  and 
unconscious  impulse  attains  in  the  symptom  an  imaginary 
giatification,  just  as  we  do  in  day-dreams  and  reveries. 
You  will  find  in  every  neurotic  symptom  a  wish  fulfil- 
ment. A  great  many  mental  products  are  of  a  similar 
nature — a  great  deal  of  art,  poetry,  and  undoubtedly 
religion ;  a  great  deal  of  wit,  if  analysed  carefully,  is 
also  a  compromise.  Our  dreams  are  of  the  same  nature ; 
but  neurotic  symptoms  differ  from  all  these  in  that  the 
conflict  is  always  of  a  particular  kind  between  the  two 
broad  groups — the  sexual  or  racial  and  the  ego  groups. 
We  Freudians  say  that  the  sexual  instinct  is  a  broader 
stream  than  is  usually  realised.  We  only  say  that  about 
neurotic  symptoms,  however,  not  about  dreams.  We 
do  not  say  neurotic  symptoms  come  from  sex.  We  say 
that  they  come  from  a  conflict  between  sex  and  the  rest 
of  the  mind.    Both  are  equally  necessary. 

How  Psycho-Analysis  Works 
From  the  practical  side,  what  are  the  dangers 
of  psycho-analysis  ?  How  does  it  work  ?  Investigating 
the  mind  cures  the  patient ;  and  it  comes  about  in  this 
way.  You  cannot  investigate  the  unconscious  mind  with- 
out altering  the  person  in  some  way.  You  cannot  get  at 
the  unconscious  mind  without  first  breaking  down  those 
barriers,  the  censorship,  the  resistances,  the  original  re- 
pressions, the  things  that  made  the  unconscious  mind 
repressed.  And  if  you  overcome  those  repressions  you 
have  already  effected  a  very  important  change  in  that 
person's  mind,  because  the~very  fact  that  you  have  got 
so  far  means  that  you  hav«  done  a  great  deal  of  work  to 
get  there  and  have  accomplished  something.  Supposing 
I  have  dealt  with  one  of  these  two  opposing  forces, 
diminished  its  power  so  that  the  other  may  come  for- 
ward, there  is  no  need  for  a  substitute.  If  I  now  allow 
the  original  thing  to  come  forward  you  cannot  at  the  same 
time  have  a  substitute ;  and  that  is  why,  if  the  explora- 
tion is  sufficiently  thorough,  it  must  remove  the  symptoms 
and  also  prevent  them  occurring  again,  because  you  have 
removed  the  situation  necessary  for  a  neurosis,  you  have 
made  the  unconscious  accessible  to  consciousness,  har- 
monised the  mind  as  a  whole ;  and  nothing  set  up  in  later 
life  can  bring  about  the  original  state  of  affairs.  You 
will  see  that  the  work  of  treatment  involves  several 
things.  It  involves  a  very  detailed,  tedious,  and 
laborious  exploration ;  it  means  always  working  back  until 
you  have  reached  the. early  childhood  mind,  because  it  is 
then  when  the  repressions  set  in.  A  neurosis  differs  from 
all  other  troubles  in  that  the  symptoms  are  not  entirely 
unwelcome  to  the  whole  of  the  personality.  A  person 
comes  tortured  with  some  symptom.  In  spite  of  all  that 
there  is  a  part  of  his  personality  that  wishes  to  keep  the 
neurosis  because  it  is  a  gratification  of  something.  You 
are  working  uphill  all  the  time  against  pressure.  A 
person  will  argue  about  the  value  of  the  treatment — • 
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how  it  is  done — and  he  will  want  it  explained.  Still, 
we  usually  win,  for  there  is  the  whole  of  us  and  a  half 
of  the  patient  against  the  other  half,  so  that  is  three  to 
one. 

Applicability 

Now,  as  to  the  applicability  of  psycho-analysis.  It  can 
be  used  for  the  majority  of  psycho-neuroses — that  is  to 
say,  hysteria,  obsessional  troubles,  and  for  bodily  symp- 
toms. You  have  heard  of  people  who  had  hysterical 
blindness  during  the  •  war,  and  who  have  suddenly  re- 
covered sight,  perhaps  while  attending  a  cinema  show. 
Then  there  is  hysterical  paralysis.  I  have  seen  people 
who  have  been  in  that  condition  for  thirty  years.  Again, 
there  is  stammering,  a  bodily  symptom  of  a  mental 
trouble.  And  we  are  going  even  further.  Doubts  have 
occurred  to  some  of  us  whether  certain  obscure  diseases 
may  not  be  neurotic.  Asthma  has  puzzled  the  best  brains 
of  physicians  for  centuries,  but  what  causes  it  nobody 
has  the  faintest  idea.  You  have  probably  heard  the  story 
of  the  man  who  obtained  relief  in  the  middle  of  th6_ 
night  by  smashing  his  window  with  his  head  and  breath- 
ing the  air,  and  of  how  he  ifound  out  in  the  morning  that 
he  had  broken  a  mirror.  (Laughter.)  It  was  thought 
that  the  disease  might  be  neurotic.  We  thought  it  de- 
sirable to  investigate,  and  we  have  found  that  there  is 
certainly  a  neurotic  element  in  most  cases-,  though  I  should 
not  like  to  say  that  there  was  not  an  organic  element 
as  well.  And  we  have  cured  a  number  of  cases  of  asthma. 
Among  different  analysts  and  psycho-pathologists  opinion 
differs  very  much  about  the  part  played  by  mental  troubles 
in  the  production  of  bodily  disturbances.  Some  of  the 
more  daring  people  have  speculated  and  are  inclined  to 
go  to  further  lengths  than  I  would  care  to  go  ;  but  I  am 
convinced,  nevertheless,  that  a  good  many  bodily  dis- 
turbances can  be  produced  in  this  way — such,  for  instance, 
as  indigestion.  A  great  part  of  constipation  is  of  mental 
origin.  That  spasms  may  be  set  up  as  the  result  of 
nervous  habit  is,  I  think,  quite  a  certain  fact ;  and  it 
is  not  unthinkable  that  dilatation  of  the  stomach  may 
be  due  to  similar  causes.  We  have  thought  too  much  of 
the  organs  of  the  body  as  things,  and  forgotten  the  fact 
that  they  have  got  to  work.  All  Anglo-Indian  doctors  I 
have  met  believe  that  fear  of  cholera  pi-edisposes  a  person 
to  the  disease,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  a  given  mental 
attitude  may  predispose  towards  particular  infections. 
Now  as  to  the  treatment.  It  is  a  very  formidable  under- 
taking, and  I  only  recommend  it  in  a  certain  percentage 
of  cases.  It  means  a  very  cousiderable  expenditure,  too, 
on  the  part  of  the  patient,  of  money  and  time,  and  there- 
fore one  is  not  justified  in  recommending  it  without  very 
good  reasons.  Time  is  a  very  variable  factor.  We  recom- 
mend a  patient  to  come  daily — that  means  five  or  six  times 
a  week — and  we  cannot  treat  in  less  than  three  times  a 
week.  As  to  the  charges,  these  depend  upon  the  standing 
of  the  analyst.  The  treatment  goes  on  for  six,  nine,  or 
twelve  months,  and  I  have  even  had  some  cases  a  couple 
of  years — people  who  have  been  helpless  wrecks  for  a  long 
time  previously.  But,  unless  a  patient  is  very  poor,  I 
do  not  think  finance  need  deter  him.  The  mind,  however, 
can  only  tolerate  a  certain  dose  of  this  work.  One  of  our 
difficulties  is  to  find  a  shorter  technique,  although  we  have 
improved  from  that  point  of  view. 

A  High  Standard 

Now  as  to  the  dangers.  There  are  certain  forms  only 
of  insanity  that  can  benefit,  such  as  melancholia, 
dementia  precox,  and  paranoia.  Certain  cases  of 
delusional  insanity  ar6,  I  think  one  might  say,  curable 
in  the  very  earliest  stashes,  and  the  same  is  true  of  sexual 
perversion.  It  is  possible  to  cure  alcoholism,  morphinism, 
and  cocainism ;  but  the  last-named  is  a  very  difficult 
thing  to  cure.  The  prognosis  is  an  individual  one.  Our 
standard  is  hisrh.  By  cure  we  mean  a  guaranteed "  cure 
for  the  rest  of  a  person's  life,  which  is  something  no 
other  treatment  can  do.  The  technique  of  psycho-analysis 
is  a  very  difficult  and  complex  thing,  and  takes  a  couple 
of  years  to  acquire.  It  can  only  be  acquired  from  some- 
body else  who  has  acquired  it.    There  are  some  people 


who  say  it  need  not  be  learned — that  you  simply  sit  down 
and  call  yourself  a  psycho-analyst.  There  is  a  good  deal 
of  that  going  on  in  L/ondon  to-day,  and  I  am  sorry  to 
say  most  of  it  is  inside  the  profession.  We  are  not  against 
lay  analysts;  there  are,  indeed,  four  or  five  in  London 
who  are  quite  as  good  as  any  medical  analysts,  and  I 
see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  treat  certain  condi- 
tions. We  have  a  society  called  the  British  Psycho- 
Analytical  Society,  the  secretary  of  which  is  Dr.  Douglas 
Bryan,  72  Wimpole  Street.  There  are  about  forty 
members,  and  we  do  not  admit  anyone  who  has  not  a 
sound  knowledge  of  the  subject.  There  are  similar 
branches  in  most  countries.  _ 

Discussion 

On  the  invitation  of  the  President,  the  Eev.  Dr.  Poole 
(Christ  Church,  Westminster  Bridge  Road),  who  was 
present  as  a  visitor,  made  a  brief  and  eloquent  speech. 
After  commenting  in  appreciative  terms  on  the  lecture. 
Dr.  Poole  gave  some  interesting  glimpses  of  his  own 
pastoral  work  in  the  United  States,  and  urged  the  value 
of  psychology  as  a  study.  Quackery,  he  added,  was  to 
be  found  in  the  twilight  zone.  Subsequent  speakers, 
among  whom  were  the  President  and  Messrs.  John  D. 
Marshall,  J.  T.  Barrett,  B.  R.  Wilkinson,  H.  S.  Wat- 
son, and  William  Browne,  put  several  questions  to 
the  lecturer,  the  chief  of  them  relating  to  the  following 
subjects  :  The  possible  variation  in  the  therapeutic 
activity  of  glands,  due  to  the  circumstances  of  an  animal's 
existence  and  mode  of  death ;  the  utility  of  the  placebo ; 
the  treatment  of  asthma  by  adrenalin ;  the  difference 
between  the  vocation  selected  prospectively  by  a  young 
child  and  the  vocation  actually  followed  by  that  child 
in  adult  life. 

Dr.  Ernest  Jones,  in  reply,  dealt  with  the  questions 
seriatim.  In  treatment  by  psycho-analysis,  he  said,  there 
was  no  placebo ;  and,  further,  practitioners  insisted  on 
telling  the  rigid  truth.  No  work  had  been  done  on  the 
question  of  the  possibly  varying  activity  of  glands,  and 
this  was  a  promising  field  for  research.  As  to  the  differ- 
ence between  the  choice  made  by  a  child  of  a  certain 
career  and  the  career  eventually  taken  up  by  the  cliild 
in  after-life,  the  difference  was  not  necessarily  important. 
In_  the  instance  given  by  the  speaker  who  raised  the 
point,  the  child  of  wealthy  parents  was  anxious  to  become 
a  milkman,  and  grew  up  to  be  a  politician  ;  the  difference 
was  merely  that  he  milked  the  country.  (Great, laughter.) 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Ernest  Jones  was  carried  bv 
acclamation. 


"Running  DovtTi  the  Chemist"

Dispensing  Doctors'  Payments 

The  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  states  that  representa- 
tives of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts  Committee 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  met  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  discuss  the  suggested  reduction  in  the  fees 
allowed  to  panel  doctors  who  supply  medicines  to  their 
patients.  The  Committee's  representatives  were  informed 
that  it  was  proposed  to  make  a  reduction  in  the  dispensing 
fee  at  present  paid  to  chemists,  which  would,  it  wai 
estimated,  reduce  the  cost  of  dispensing  by  chemists  to 
Is.  9d.,  and  it  was  this  figure  that  insurance  practitioners 
who  dispense  their  patients'  drugs  were  asked  to  accept 
as  a  capitation-fee  for  dispensing  for  the  next  two  years. 
At  the  same  time  the- Ministry's  representatives  agreed 
that  dispensing  practitioners  should  be  relieved  of  the 
cost  of  supplying  malt  and  cod-liver  oil  in  respect  of  all 
their  patients,  such  cost  to  be  charged  to  the  Drug  Fund. 
They  also  undertook  to  give  sympathetic  consideration  to 
any  suggestions  for  additions  to  the  list  of  specially 
expensive  drugs  which  would  not  be  covered  by  the  Is.  9d.

Kirk. — At  his  residence,  Wavertree,  Sevenoaks,  on 
January  15,  Sir  John  Kirk,  G.C.M.G.,  K.C.B.,  F.R.S., 
M.D.,  aged  eighty-nine.  Sir  John  Kirk's  earliest  study 
was  botany.  He  qualified  as  a  medical  man,  and  in  that 
capacity  was  '  associated  with  David  Livingstone  in 
African  exploration.  Both  before  and  after  his  retire- 
ment from  an  active  life  he  did  a  good  deal  of  work  on 
behalf  of  the  Government ;  and  he  was  well  known  at  - 
Kew  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  his  name  being  commemo- 
rated in  African  flora  and  fauna.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II* 

Your  Price  List 

is  naturally  being  subjected  to  rigorous 
criticism,'  but  after  comparing  it  carefully  with  three 
other  well-known  lists  of  the  same  (approximate)  date, 
I  am  confirmed  in  the  opinion  that  it  is  an  advance  upon 
the  best  of  them,  and  is  not,  upon  a  consideration  of  all 
the  factors  involved,  open  to  the  only  objection  I  have 
heard  (and  that  only  tentatively)  made  against  it,  that, 
namely,  of  a  too  low  standard  of  price.  My  comparison 
has  been  made  with  respect  to  two  classes  of  goods,  those 
of  which  we  have  virtually  a  monopoly,  and  those  com- 
monly dealt  in  by  grocers  and  other  competitors.  I  am 
surprised  to  find  that  in  the  latter  class  tlie  differences 
between  your  list  and  Mr.  Philip's  are,  as  regards  the 
half-dozen  or  so  leading  articles  I  selected  for  compari- 
son, negligible  :  in  some  cases  you  are  a  little  higher, 
in  some  a  little  lower.  Both  you  and  Mr.  Philip  rule 
a  little  lower  than  the  London  List — in  a  few  cases  you 
are  both  a  good  deal  lower;  but  the  London  List,  for  its 
special  purpose,  is  perfection.  As  regards  goods  of  the 
other  class,  you  appear  to  rule  a  little  higher  than  Mr. 
Philip,  and  rarely  to  be  below  him  to  any  appreciable 
extent.  Of  course,  the  articles  compared  may  npt  be 
typical,  but  I  chose  them  at  haphazard  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  drug  list.  These,  however,  are  comparisons 
which  everybody  can  make  himself.  In  point  of  arrange- 
ment and  comprehensiveness  you  are  beyond  compare. 

The  Lines  Laid  Down 

by  ,  the  Organisation  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  formation  and 
governance  of  local  branches  are  much  more  reason- 
able than  the  requirements  of  the  President's  famous 
memorandum.  Nothing  is  now  said  of  the  relation 
of  the  branches  to  the  associations,  and  I  presume  it  is 
intended  that,  the  local  bodies  shall  arrange  this  for 
themselve.s,  which  is  as  it  should  be.  I  do  not,  however, 
understand  exactly  what  is  meant  by  "  member  "  in  some 
of  these  rules,  if  rules  they  are.  Is  it  meant  to  apply- 
to  members  of  the  Society  in  every  case,  and  cannot  the 
minimum  of  twenty-five  members  of  a  branch  consist 
partly  of  student-associates  ?  Each  class  is  to  share  in 
the  government  of  the  branch  and  the  control  of  its 
finances,  and  yet  student-associates,  though  they  are  to 
be  allowed  to  attend  meetings  of  the  branch,  or  some  of 
them,  are  not  to  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  voting.  It 
Ls  not,  indeed,  quite  clear  whether  it  is  at  "  the  general 
meeting"  (of  the  Society?)  that  they  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  or  at  the  meetings  of  the  branch,  but  that  would 
be  the  natural  construction  of  the  sentence  in  which  the 
prohibition  is  mentioned.  Again,  it  is  laid  down  that 
each  branch  shall  elect  delegates  to  a  yearly  conference. 
Does  this  mean  that  the  student-associates  shall  have  a 
voice  in  the  election,  or  must  the  seventy-five  members 
of  the  branch  whom  the  delegate  represents  all  be 
members  of  the  Society?  In  the  latter  case  it  is  not  the 
branch  that  elects  delegates,  but  only  a  part  of  it.  As 
usual,  the  Council  cannot  be  congratulated  upon  its 
draughtsmen.-  "  Student-associate"  of  a  branch  is  a  vile 
phrase,  anyhoA\ . 

"  Experto  Crede," 

in  his  interesting  letter,  uniutentionally, 
no  doubt,  misrepresents  my  attitude  towards  the  higher 
education  of  the  pharmacist,  and  I  welcome  the  oppor- 
tunity of  removing  any  false  impression  that  may  have 
been  caused  by  an  ill-considered  word  used  in  the  heat 
of  controversy.  I  do  not  at  all  object  to  any  practicable 
scheme  for  enabling  the  pharmacist  who  elects  to  do  so 
to  qualify  himself,  with  the  aid  of  the  Society,  for  any 
post  Government  may  have  to  offer  or  that  occasion  may 
present  to  him.  I  do  not  remember  having  ever  said 
anything  against  any  proposed  revision  of  the  Major 
examination  that  had  this  end  in  view  and  yet  laid  no 
additional  burden  upon  the  chemist  and  druggist  of 
commerce.  It  is'  the  spirit  in  which  this  reform  is  too 
frequently  urged  and  the  inferences  drawn  from  its 
alleged  necessity   that  I  deprecate.    There  has  usually 


gone  with  its  advocacy  a  more  or  less  veiled  suggestion 
of  a  corresponding  revision  of  the  Qualifying  examination, 
and  often  an  entirely  unveiled  contempt  for  our  present 
qualification  itself  (I  need  refer  only  to  the  letters  of 
some  of  your  own  correspondents  for  examples),  and 
I  plead  guilty,  if  there  is  any  guilt  in  it,  of  having 
said  that  reforms  suggested  in  this  sijirit  should  be  very 
carefully  considered.  Beyond  that  I  would  not  be  under- 
stood to  go  in  criticism  of  the  proposed  alteration  of  the 
Major  examination,  but  the  case  of  the  Qualifying  is 
very  different. 
I  am  Accused 

of  a  lack  of  imagination  because  I  cannot  forget 
certain  facts.  They  are,  briefly,  these  :  The  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  is,  subject  to  some  control  b.v  the  Privy  Council, 
entrusted  with  the  conduct  of  two  examinations  (the  Pre- 
liminary we  have  not  to  consider  just  now).  One  is  to 
test  the  competence  of  chemists  and  druggists  for  "  keep- 
ing open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compound- 
ing poisons  " ;  the  other  is  concerned  only  with  the  educa- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  chemists.  The  difference  is 
obvious.  The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  which  makes  the 
Qualifying  examination  compulsory  upon  all  who  engage 
in  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  acts,  necessarily, 
in  restraint  of  trade,  but  Parliament  was  very  careful 
that  it  should  not  do  so  further  than  is  necessary.  The 
Act  of  1852,  passed  in  pursuance  of  the  Charter  to 
ensure  the  education  of  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  thus 
the  advancement  of  "  chemistry  and  pharmacy,"  did 
nothing  of  the  kind ;  the  examination  for  which  it  pro- 
vided w'as,  and  is,  compulsory  upon  nobody  as  a  condition 
of  engaging  in  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  There 
is  no  limit  to  what  the  Society  may  require  oif  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemists,  but  there  is  a  limit  to  what  it  may,  without 
violating  the  intention  of  the  Act  of  1868,  require  of 
chemists  and  druggists  as  defined  in  that  and  subsequent 
Acts.  Nobody  can  honestly  deny  that  our  present  qualifi- 
cation is  sufficient  for  the  retailer  and  dispenser  of  poisons, 
and  to  do  so  is  to  relinquish  our  case  against  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Regulations,  in  which  all  classes  of  pharmacists 
have  virtually  been  united.  Those  who  make  the  Major 
examination  proposals  a  stalking-horse  for  an  attack  upon 
the  Minor  are  guilty  of  an  unconscious  disloyalty  to  the 
craft,  and,  indeed,  to  the  Society  itself,  which  subsists 
upon  the  contributions  of  a  class  whose  members  would 
be  greatly  diminished  by  any  serious  increase  in  the  strin- 
gency of  this  examination. 

Gum  Elemi 

(so-called)  is  a  drug,  the  history  and  origin  of 
which,  says  Pereira,  are  involved  in  great  obscurity,  and 
the  same  may  be  said  of  the  name  by  which  it  is  known. 
The  first  occurrence  of  the  word,  according  to  "  Pharmaco- 
graphia."  is  in  a  list  of  drugs  sold  at  Frankfort  about 
1450,  where  it  appears  as  Gummi  Elempnij,  which 
becomes  Gomme  Elempni  in  a  Parisian  Herbal  printed 
about  1485.  It  appears  in  English  in  1543  as  gumme 
eleini,  but  such  forms  as  elennij  and  elemni  also  occur 
in  some  of  our  old  writers.  Johnson  and  Nares.  late  in 
the  eighteenth  century,  accent  demi  on  the  second  syllable, 
though  most  writers  of  the  century  place  the  accent  where 
we  do  now.  The  placing  of  the  accent  has  a  certain 
significance  in  view  of  the  doubtful  origin  of  the  word. 
It  was  long  supposed  to  be  derived  from  the  Arabic  lami, 
but  this  has  been  said  to  be  a  modern  word,  dating  (so 
far  as  is  known)  only  from  1659,  and  unconnected  with 
any  known  Arabic  root.  Mr.  James  Piatt,  jun..  however, 
writing  in  1900,  suggests  that  it  is  an  adjective  formed 
from  Lam.K,  the  name  of  an  island  off  the  coast  of  British 
East  Africa,  which  gains  plausibility  from  the  known 
fact  that  elemi  first  came  to  us  from  East  Africa 
(Ethiopia),  and  that  Fliickiger  and  Hanbury  identify 
African  elemi  with  Lubari  Meyeti.  which  comes  chiefly 
from  the  Somali  coast. 

Radium-beahing  deposits  are  reported  to  have  been 
found  in  Brazil.

Editorial  Articles  ^ 

Pricing  Prescriptions 

II 

Since  the  first  part  of  this  article  appeared  we  have 
received  an  early  copy  of  the  Edinburgh  Price  List  from 
a  subscriber  who  noticed  our  remarks  regarding  this  list. 
The  list  is  an  interesting  one,  and  we  may  refer  to  it 
again.  The  dispensing-charges_  exhibit  variation  from 
those  of  other  lists,  but  an  interesting  point  is  that  the 
prices  are  quoted  without  containers.  The  copy  which 
our  correspondent  sends  is  dated  January  1,  1876.  After 
the  Edinburgh  prices  were  issued  in  1876  further  discus- 
sion took  place  on  prescription  pricing.  The  foui'th 
edition  of  the  Glasgow  List  published  that  year  says  : 

The  committee  have  drawn  up  a  scale  of  prices  for  mix- 
tures varying  according  to  the  dose  of  medicine  prescribed. 
Ill  cases  where  the  composition  is  very  simple,  or  who'  o 
large  doses  are  ordered  frequently,  the  dispenser  is  at. 
liberty  to  make  a  reduction  at  his  discretion. 
Rule  2  is  : 

When  the  ingredients  of  a  recipe  come  to,  or  nearly  to, 
the  sum  specified  in  the  list,  an  additional  charge  should  be 
made  for  dispensing. 

but  the  charge  is  not  specified  unless  it  was  contained 
in  tinctures  and  similar  preparations  to  be  priced  2d. 
per  oz.  above  retail  prices  on  quantities  of  one  and  two 
ounces.  The  price  of  containers  was  extra.  The 
Plymouth  Price  List  appeared  in  1876,  and  the  method 
adopted  of  setting  out  the  dispensitfg-prices  was  followed 
with  successive  modifications  by  all  the  subsequent  lists, 
including  the  well-known  Liverpool  Price  List.  The  stereo- 
typed method  in  tRe  Liverpool  List  was  adopted  in  1891. 
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The  prices  suggested  were  only  slightly  varied^  and  those 
of  Mr.  Pooley  and  the  Manchester  Chemists'  Association 
were  standard  models  whether  in  England  or  Scotland. 
These  prices  were  apparently  suitable  sums  chosen  on 
what  certain  groups  thought  desirable,  and  expressed  an^ 
average.    The  Plymouth  List  says  : 

When  necessary  the  public  should  be  given  to  understand 
that,  dispensing  being  skilled  labour  of  a  high  class,  and 
irvolving  the  gravest  responsibility,  the  mere  retail  price 
of  tjie  ingredients  in  a  prescription  would  be  very  inade- 
quate remuneration  to  the  competent  dispenser. 

The  interesting  part  of  this  list  is  that  the  drug  prices 
are  arranged  for  fluid  measure,  the  pound  representing 
16  fluid  ounces.  The  Liverpool  List  first  appeared  in 
1875  and  continued  through  successive  editions  until 
1915,  when  a  wave  of  price  lists,  arising  from  uncertain 
costs,  issued  monthly,  superseded  it.  Before  examining 
.^the  modern  dispensing  pricing  methods,  the  following 
analysis  of  mixture  prices  taken  from  all  sources,  includ- 
ing those  recommended  even  to-day  in  the  suggested 
reversion  to  a  flat  rate,  is  interesting  :

All  exclusive  of  containers. 
It  is  evident,  therefore,  there  was  no  uniformity  or 
-national  average  price  for  guidance.  The  introduction 
of  National  Health  Insurance  in  1912  was  anticipated 
in  the  C.  c5  D.  Diary  of  that  year,  and  tables  were  also 
given  of  the  Continental  methods  upon  which  the  original 
Drug  Tariff  issued  in  December  1912  was  based.  The 
Continental  pricing  method  is  well  shown  by  one  sample  :

But  various  other  methods  were  given  in  the  1912  Diary. 
The  Insurance  system  originally  was  devised  on  the  basis 
of  an  addition  of  33^  per  cent,  on  drugs  yielding  25  per 
cent,  on  return,  with  dispensing-fees  varying  from  2d., 
according  to  the  operation  performed.  In  the  second  tariff, 
'  issued  in  1913,  this  rate  was  increased.  This  method,  with 
higher  fees,  pertains  in  Scotland  to  the  present  day,  but  in 
England  and  Wales  the  system  is  to  charge  the  list  price 
for  drugs,  with  a  fee  covering  dispensing  and  establish- 
ment charges.  This  system  was  the  outcome  of  the  Depart- 
mental inquiry  in  1915  and  the  analyse&of  Messrs.  Peat, 
the  accountants.  The  basic  figures  have  always  been  in 
dispute,  but  acceptance  was  brought  about  mainly  because 
it  did  away  with  the  obnoxious  and  unfair  discounting 
clause.  The  London  Minimimi  Price  List  of  January  1917 
suggested  (1)  cost  price  of  ingredients,  plus  (2)  cost  price 
of  container,  plus  (3)  50  per  cent,  or  335  per  return,  phis 
(4)  a  dispensing-fee,  which  was  for  ordinary  6-oz.  and  8-oz. 
mixtures  4d.,  and  10-oz.  and  12-oz.  &d.  Other  operations 
were  charged  pro  rata,  but  it  was  suggested  that  minimum 
charges- should  be:  1-oz.  dose — 6  oz.,  lOd.  ;  8  oz.,  Is.; 
.^-oz.  dose — 5  oz.,  Is.  ;  8  oz..  Is.  2d.  ;  Is.  2d.  for  4  oz. 
(gj.  dose)  ;  Is.  6d.  for  6  oz.  (5j.  dose).  Other  items  were 
in  proportion.  This  scale  appears  to  have  been  based  on  the 


"British  and  Colonial  Minimum  Retail  Price  List,"  and 
was  stated  to  be  the  result  of  a  trade  vote.  Other  systems 
were  put  forward,  and  on  May  3,  1919,  was  published  in 
the  C.  <k  D.  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen's  paper  given  before  the 
Western  Pharmacists'  Association,  subsequently  elaborated 
before  the  Conference  of  that  year,  tand  finally  adopted 
as  that  of  the  Minimum  Ret-ail  Price  List.  The  method 
is  the  sum  of  (1)  cost  of  drugs,  (2)  cost  of  container,  (3)  a 
fixed  amount  for  average  dispenser's  time,  (4)  33^  per 
cent,  addition,  or  25  per  cent,  per  return.  The  Bourne- 
mouth scale  is  more  liberal,  and  is  dated  about  1918. 
This  scale  is  :  (1)  Cost  of  ingredients  (British  Drug  Houses 
list) ;  minimmn,  Id.  (2)  Cost  of  container ;  add  50  per 
cent,  or  33^  on  return  for  establishment  charge.  (3)  Dis- 
pensing-fees, beginning  with  mixtures  and  ' lotions,  6d., 
with  minimum  prices  :  8  oz.,  two  tablespoons.  Is.  6d. ;  one 
tablespoon,  Is.  9dt ;  two  teaspoons,  2s.  6d. ;  one  teaspoon, 
3s.  Others  were  pro  rata.  The  Scottish  system  of  1918-19 
was  based  on  a  postal  vote  and  is  very  elaborate.  This 
scale  makes  the  proviso  that  where  the  cost  of  ingredients 
comes  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  charge  prescriptions  should 
be  priced  on  the  list,  with  the  addition  of  6d.  for  fee, 
later  increased  to  9d.  for  mixtures,  thus  bringing  into 
operation  a  direct  relation  between  quantity  of  medica- 
ment, dose,  and  price.  Mr.  PWlip's  list,  which  is  of  an 
earlier  date,  is  based  on  the  list  prices  or  suggested  selling 
price,  plus  the  price  of  the  container,  and  a  scale  of  fees 
varying  according  -  to  size,  with  an  elaborate  range  for 
different  quantities.  Mr.  Hammond  read  a  paper  before 
the  Shefiield  Pharmaceutical  Society  (C'.tf;  D.,  September  27, 
1919),  which  set  out  a  method  coming  perhaps  the  nearest 
to  actual  relative  values  of  material,  labour,  and  neces- 
sary profit.  ■  It  shows  50  per  cent,  on  turnover,  with  a  fee 
of  9d.  for  mixtures,  and  suggests  minimum  rates.  The 
report  of  the  investigation  carried  on  by  the  North  London 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  printed  in  the  C.  D. 
(November  1919),  and  issued  as  a  pamphlet,  the  sugges- 
tions ultimately  becoming  the  basis  of  the  London  Price 
List  (which  was  published  to  counter  the  Profiteering  Act), 
and  later  the  London  Costing  System.  The  formula  was  : 
(1)  Material,  xd.;  (2)  container,  i/d. ;  (3)  maintenance, 
3.7d. ;  and  (4)  professional  service,  id.  x  and  y 
are  costs,  t  represents  time  cost.  Mr.  Herbert 
Skinner  focussed  attention  on  this  system  at  the  Scar- 
borough Conference  in  1921,  but  he  did  not  indicate  the 
exact  lines  on  which  the  costing  was  constructed.  The 
latest  method  comes  from  Brighton,*  but  the  charges  are 
near  the  London  costing  sj^stem,  which  serves  to  show  the 
steady  advance  of  opinion  arising"  from  the  educating 
efforts  of  the  pioneers  of  a  costing  system.  Finally,  there 
comes  a  reversion  to  a  flat  rate,  or  arbitrary,  figure,  with 
all  the  uncertainties  of  the  last  fifty  years  to  be  gone  over 
again  if  we  accept  the  latest  figures,  which  do  not  differ 
materially  from  those  of  1869.  A  flat  rate  is  not  a  system, 
but  a  habit,  and  consequently  dangerous  if  it  becomes 
the  master.  Averages  land  one  man  in  affluence  and 
another  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court.  A  little  effort  and 
thought  make  all  the  difference  to  a  man  in  business. 
It  is  clear  from  what  has  been  stated  that  the  time  is 
ripe  for  systemising  prescription  pricing  by  an  independent 
authority,  and  a  lead  given  based  on  accountants'  figures 
in  harmony  with  present  costs.  .The  "flat  rate"  cannot 
be  lightly  dismissed,  nor  would  we  do  it;  but  it  should 
be  on  an  intelligent  basis,  as  well  as  on  lines  made  clear 
as  to  when  and  how  to  charge  such  a  rate  with  all  the 
necessary  limitations.  Every  figure  hitherto  quoted  has 
been  an  arbitrary  one,  no  matter  whether  it  is  called  a 
flat  rate  or  an  average  by  agreement,  which  may  or  may 
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ijoi  bear  some  relation  to  au  adequate  charge — more  by 
a^-cident  than  by  design.  An  examination  of  the  various 
institution  pharmacopcBias,  as  well  as  those  issued  by 
Insurance  Committees,  shows,  iso  far  as  certain  operations 
are  concerned,  tliat  they  come  within  a  well-defined  margni 
of  routine  work,  and  the  returns  from  the  Pricing  Bureaux 
show  quite  ]5lainly  from  millions  of  prescriptions  that 
mixtures,  pills,  and  other  things  ordered  by  the  general 
practitioner  are  of  a  routine  nature  and  bear  a  regular 
relation  between  the  drugs  and  the  price  allowed. 
We  have  found  from  this  relationship  that  for  the 
dose  usually  stated,  and  after  adding  the  recognised 
fee  for  dispensing,  there  is  a  definite  figure,  including 
all  these  charges,  for  this  style  of  medication,  which  bears 
an  exact  relation  to  the  Costing  Method.  This  we  verm 
the  Rapid  Method,  knd  it  should  be  understood  as  apply- 
ing to  the  ordinary  prescriptions  which  are  comprised  in 
institutional  or  Insurance  pharmacopceias.  This  will  cover 
at  least  75  per  cent,  of  such  prescriptions.  The  difference 
is  easily  recognised  by  any  dispenser,  and  where  it  exists, 
ni'  wherever  there  is  a  doubt,  the  accurate  Costing  Method 
;sbould  be  adopted  without  hesitation.  Where  the  Rapid 
Method  is  used  it  is  adviisable  to  employ  the  price-mark' 
"  Melboracis,"  but  the  Costing  Method  makes  such  mark- 
ing unnecessar}',  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  vary  more 
than  a  penny  in  the  final  figure.  The  Costing  Method 
i;3  built  on  the  average  time  taken  for  the  various  opera- 
tions, with  the  special  oncost  of  the  dispensing  depart- 
ment based  on  an  adjustment  of  the  Peat  figures  in  the 
light  of  further  evidence  which  we  have  obtained.  The 
large  amount  of  data  which  has  accumulated  wairants  the 
npinion  that  the  Costing  Method,  based  on  sound  reason- 
ing, is  the  most  accurate  of  any  yet  devised.  It  would 
he  of  little  value  unless  a  complete  Retail  Price  List  of 
all  likely  medicaments  is  used  as  a  foundation,  and  the 
Costing  Method  of  the  list,  and  that  for  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines,  are  one  and  indivisible.  W^e 
have  added  a  fairly  complete  list  of  proprietary  articles 
used  in  dispensing,  and  give  the  prices  for  particular  quan- 
tities. It  only  remains  to  say  that  our  object  and  aim 
v,ill  be  secured  in  the  service  offered  if  chemists  are  able 
to  eliminate  some  of  the  guess-work  prices  charged  for  dis- 
pensing, upon  which  we  are  often  called  to  pass  an  opinion. 
The  labour  expended  in  the  thousands  of  separate  calcula- 
tions in  the  Retail  Price  List  will  be  amply  repaid  if 
this  object  is  achieved,  and  chemists  reaoh  something 
nearer  uniformity  in*  charges  as  a  consequence  of  our 
costing  methods, 


Overseas  Trade  in  1921 

In  last  week's  issue  we  gave  the  preliminary  figures  of 
mir  overseas  trade  for  1921,  since  when  the  Board  of  Trade 
have  issued  the  full  returns,  which  enable  us  to  review 
some  of  the  results  in  detail.  The  total  imports  into  the 
United  Kingdom  during  1921  amounted  to  £1,086,687,000, 
compared  with  £1,932,649,000  in  the  previous  year.  The 
total  exports  of  British  products  in  1921  amounted  to 
£703.196,000,  against  £1,344,500,000  in  the  previous  year 
and  £525,250,000  in  1913.  Thus  the  decline  in  British 
exports  reached  the  enormous  total  of  £631,273,000. 
Taking  the  twelve  months  as  a  whole,  tiie  feature  is  the 
decline  in  total  values  during  the  earlier  period  of  the 
year  owing  to  the  heavy  fall  in  values  of  goods  and  the 
gradual  recovery  later  as  trade  began  to  improve.  The 
decrease  in  imports  for  the  year,  compared  with  1920, 


amounted  to  about  £846,000,000,  while,  as  already  stated, 
domestic  exports  declined  by  £631,273,000.  If,  however, 
the  re-exports  of  Colonial  and  foreign  goods  are  included, 
the  decline  is  brought  up  to  £747,000,000.  We  paid 
almost  200  millions  less  for  food,  drink,  -and  tobacco,  our 
imports  of  raw  materials  shrank  by  £439,000,000,  and 
manufactured  goods  by  over  £208,000,000  sterling.  There 
was  a  drop  of  £21,647,000  in  chemicals  and  the  like,  the 
total  being  £12,682,000,  against  £34,000,000  in  1920; 
but  the  last  year's  figures  are  now  practically  on  the  pre- 
war level.  We  give  below  a  number  of  the  more  important 
quantities,  most  of  these  being  raw  or  semi-raw  materials  :

As  regards  British  exports,  apart  from  the  loss  through 
the  diminished  output  of  coal,  the  biggest  decline  of  tht 
year  was  in  cotton  goods,  but  this  was  more  than  com- 
pensated for  by  a  substantial  fall  in  the  price  of  raw 
material,  so  that  the  decline  has  not  been  so  great  as 
might  have  been  anticipated.  The  same  factor  applied 
to  the  woollen  and  textile  trades,  although  the  year  closed 
with  signs  of  an  improvement  in  these  industries.  The 
great  slump  in  prices  reduced  our  chemical  exports  to 
£19,057,000,  or  £21,478,000  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  but  practically  the  same  as  those  in  1913 — 
£19,500,000.  Some  of  the  leading  items  exported  were 
as  follows  :

In  the  above  figures,  quinine  and  quinine  salt.s  (de- 
clared as  British)  are  represented  by  1,024,721  oz. 
(£204,000),  against  2,814,107  oz.  (£672,076)  in  1920; 
there  were  also  re-exports  of  quinine  and  quinine  salts 
amounting  last  year  to  682,476  oz.  (£133,473),  against 
453,270  oz.  (£96,789)  in  the  previous  year.  Re-exports 
of  mercury  were  fairly  good,  being  1,273,450  lb.  (19,363 
bottles),  compared  with  1,452,293  lb.  (16,978  bottles)  in 
1920.  It  has  been  suggested  [that  we  are  now  past  the 
worst  point  in  our  overseas  trade,  and  that  tJiis  year 
will  show  a  gradual  revival  in  commerce.  There  were 
encouraging  signs  of  this  in  certain  directions  as  the 
year  closed,  but  until  the  heavy  burden  of  taxation  at 
home  is  removed  and  the  European  and  other  markets 
recover  their  pnrchasing-power,  it  is  impossible  to  speak 
with  any  confidence  of  our  trade  future. 


Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

A  MEETING  of  the  Leeds  Branch  was  held  on  January  11 
to  hear  an  address  by  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  (Hudders- 
field)  on 

The  Aims  and  Objects  of  the  R.P.U. 

Mr.  Murray  (President)  occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  R.  (_;. 
Walshaw  first  traced  the  events  which  led  up  to 
the  formation  of  the  R.P.U. ,  and  said  that  since  the 
test  case  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  faced 
with  a  difficult  problem.  They  had  very  little  to  offer 
for  their  membership  fee  now  beyond  the  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal"  and  the  connection  with  the  Society; 
and,  although  the  members  of  the  Society  had  certain 
privileges,  he  considered  they  had  reached  a  period 
when,  as  ifar  as  the  Pharmaceuti<;al  Society  is  concerned, 
the  situation  will  require  careful  handling  if  they  wei-e 
to  keep  up  their  membership.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
must  be.  kept  iip  side  by  side  with  the  R.P.U.,  and  those 


two  bodies  must  work  closely  together.  He  considered 
that  every  man  who  passed  the  Pharmaceutical  examina- 
tion, particularly  if  he  had  a  business,  should  be  a  member 
of  the  Society  as  well  as  of  the  R.P.U.  He  mentioned 
briefly  what  the  Union  stood  for,  and  proceeded  to  con- 
sider the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  which, 
he  said,  is  a  separate  and  distinct  entity,  and  the  R.P.U. 
Executive  had  little  or  no  control  over  the  P.A.T.A. 
Council.  All  the  R.P.U.  Executive  could  do  regarding 
prices  was  to  pass  on  suggestions  to  the  P.A.T.A.  Council. 
That,  he  considered,  was  the  weakest  link  in  the  whole 
lot,  but  he  did  not  see  how  it  was  to  be  arranged  other- 
wise. They  had  almost  reached  the  limit  of  what  they 
could  charge  for  dispensing.  If,  however,  they  were  to 
go  on  meeting  the  increases  in  rents,  rates,  and  taxes  they 
would  have  to  find  some  means  of  increasing  the  profit 
on  the  "  proprietaries."  One  wholesale  house  had  pointed 
out  to  him  that  the  P.A.T.A.  prices  were  minimum  ones, 
and  any  chemist  was  at  liberty  to  charge  more.  In  a 
good  many  cases,  however,  the  retail  price  was  the  face 
value,  and  they  could  not  go  beyond  that.  They 
would  have  to  agitate  for  better  profits.  He  thought 
that  the  R.P.U.  should  in  the  near  future  be 
connected  with  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade, 
of  which  they  had  a  successful  branch  in  Leeds. 
They  made  their  living  from  trade,  a  forcible  reminder 
of  the  fact  coming  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which 
said  the  Ministry  is  a  cu.stomer  of  the  retail  chemists  to 
the  extent  of  one  and  a-half  million  pounds  per  annum, 
and  is  entitled  to  the  best  prices  it  could  obtain.  He 
believed  in  the  professional  side  of  phannacy,  but  mean- 
time chemists  were  looked  upon  by  everybody  as  traders 
and  shopkeepers.  They  would  have  to  educate  the 
Government  officials  and  the  public  to  the  fact  that  they 
were  something  more  than  tradesmen.  Already  it  seemed 
to  be  dawning  in  the  minds  of  the  public  that  they  were, 
but  they  ought  to  be  closely  associated  with  other  organi- 
sations on  common  grounds  of  business  politics.  Members 
of  the  R.P.U.  should  take  an  interest  in  the  public  work 
of  the  districts  in  which  they  lived.  Nothing  helped 
a  chemist's  professional  standing  more  than  that  fact.  He 
expressed  his  high  appreciation  of  the  abilities  of  Mr. 
Mallinson,  and  said  that  the  R.P.U.  had  only  been  in 
existence  nine  months.  Out  of  7,000  pharmacists  in  busi- 
ness, 6,000  were  members  of  the  R.P.U.  It  was  up  to 
Leeds  and  all  other  branches  throughout  the  country  to  see 
that  the  remaining  1,000  pharmacists  were  roped  in.  He 
impressed  ori  his  hearers  that  the  R.P.U.  is  not  attempting 
to  compete  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  useful- 
ness of  the  R.P.U.  was  being  extended,  he  said,  and  de- 
tailed the  various  undertakings.  Arrangements  had  been 
made  with  the  Trade  Marks  Association  for  the  registra- 
tion of  trade-marks  of  members  of  the  R.P.U.,  and  a  use-  ^ 
ful  work  was  also  being  done  by  negotiating  with  the 
wholesale  houses  with  regard  to  warranty.  The  special 
cash-book  issued  for  the  use  of  chemists  would  be  of  much 
service.  Dangerous  drugs  was  another  matter  of  which 
they  had  to  be  careful.  Here,  again,  the  R.P.U.  were  pre- 
pared to  render  assistance.  The  Executive  of  the  R.P.U. 
had  gone  carefully  into  Insurance,  and  if  the  member.^- 
backed  up  the  Executive  a  comprehensive  policy  would 
shortly  be  presented  which  would  deal  with  fire  insurance, 
employers'  liability,  and  plate  glass.  The  capabilities  of 
the  R.P.U.  were  unlimited.  In  passing  he  paid  a  tribute 
to  the  late  Mr.  Deakin.  The  Minimum  Price  List  which 
the  R.P.U.  had  in  hand  would  be  of  great  service.  They 
would  need  all  the  protection  they  could  get  in  the  next 
few  years,  and  the  only  way  in  which  an  individual  could 
get  protection  was  by  big  joining  with  fellow-members  of 
the  same  craft  and  business.  The  chairman  said  the  R.P.U. 
is  much  thought  of  in  Leeds,  but  the  R.P.U.  must  not 
think  they  were  going  to  take  the  reductions  under  the 
Insurance  Act  lying  down.  Qualified  assistants  must 
have  a  living  wage.  The  chemist  was  the  worst  paid  of 
any  oflScial  doing  Government  work  at  the  present  time. 
The  Leeds  Association  was  connected  with  the  Leeds 
Chamber  of  Trade,  which  looked  well  after  their  interests. 
It  behoved  them  to  be  careful  about  the  Dangerous  Drug.- 
Act.  The  R.P.U.  is  in  its  infancy  yet,  and  it  was  still 
sTrffering  from  growing-pains. 
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Standards  for  Agricultural 
Chemicals 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  issued  a 
leaflet  (No.  363)  regarding  a  Bill  which  has  been  drafted 
for  regulating  the  trade  in  chemicals  used  as  insecticides 
and  fungicides.  In  view  of  the  call  for  national  economy, 
the  Bill  cannot  be  promoted  in  Parliament  at  present, 
but  recommendations  are  put  forward  for  the  guidance 
of  manufacturers  and  users.  These  <x)nditions  and  the 
articles  to  which  they  apply  are  as  follows  : 

Lead  Arsenate  Paste 

(a)  The  total  amount  of  arsenic  in  lead  arsenate  paste 
as  sold  for  agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes  shall 
not  be  less  than  14  per  cent,  of  the  paste  in  the  condi- 
tion in  which  it  is  sold,  nor  less  than  28  per  cent,  of  £he 
paste  when  dried  at  100°  C,  the  arsenic  being  expressed 
in  terms  of  arsenic  oxide  (AS2O5). 

(b)  The  amount  of  water-soluble  arsenic  in  the  paste 
as  sold  shall  not  exceed  0.5  per  cent.,  expressed  as  arsenic 
oxide  (AS2O5). 

(c)  The  actual  percentage  of  arsenic  in  terms  of  arsenic 
oxide  (AS2O5)  in  the  paste  as  sold  shall  be  stated  on  the 
label  together  with  the  dilution  required  to  produce  a 
standard  spraying  mixture  containing  0.1  per  cent,  of 
arsenic  oxide  (AS2O6). 

(rf)  The  amount  of  substance  other  than  arsenate  of 
lead  and  water  in  the  paste  as  sold  shall  not  exceed 
3  per  cent. 

Note. — So  far  as  the  purchaser  is  concerned  the  most  im- 
portant provisions  are  those  under  (6),  (c),  and  (d)  above, 
and  he  should  realise  the  reasons  for  them.  As  regards 
(6),  arsenic  in  a  water-soluble  form  is  very  likely  to  cause 
injury  to  foliage,  and  its  presence  in  lead  arsenate  spraying 
compounds  has  at  times  resulted  in  serious  losses.  It  is 
therefore  necessary  to  prescribe  that  the  water-soluble 
arsenic  contained  in  a  paste  should  not  exceed  a  certain 
percentage  which  has  been  shown  to  be  harmless. 

Regarding  (e),  lead  arsenate  paste  consists  primarily  of 
mixtures  of  lead  arsenates  and  water,  some  containing  more 
water,  others  less.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  if  all  makes 
of  lead  arsenate  are  diluted  to  the  same  extent  the  resulting 
spray  fluids  may  be  either  too  weak  or  unnecessarily  strong. 
The  purchaser  clearly  should  know  the  "  strength  "  of  the 
paste  he  is  buying,  and  to  this  end  it  is  laid  down  that- 
the  laljel  on  the  container  should  state  the  percentage  of 
arsenic  which  the  paste  contains,  and  as  this  must  be  stated 
in  chemical  terms  which  may  not  be  clear  to  all  it  must 
also  be  stated  what  dilution  is  required  to  make  up  a  stan- 
dard spraying  mixture  containing  0.1  per  cent,  of  arsenic 
oxide.  Such  a  mixture  may  be  i-egarded  as  effective  under 
all  conditions,  although  for  use  against  young  caterpillars 
it  may  be  unnecessarily  strong.  There  is  no  difficulty,  how- 
ever, in  diluting  it  to  make  a  |  standard  mixture.  Thus 
in  the  case  of  a  paste  containing  20  per  cent,  of  arsenic 
oxide  the  standard  mixture  consists  of  1  lb.  of  paste  to 
20  gallons  of  water,  but  J  lb.  to  20  gallons  may  be  used 
early  in  the  season  against  young  caterpillars. 

In  any  case  a  standard  mixture  may  be  obtained  by  add- 
ing 1  lb.  of  paste  to  a  number  of  gallons  of  water  equal 
to  the  percentage  of  arsenic  oxide — 1  lb.  to  20  gallons,  with 
a  paste  containing  20  per  cent.,  1  lb.  to  15  gallons  with  a 
paste  containing  15  per  cent.,  and  so  on. 

In  the  case  of  (d),  when  lead  arsenate  paste  is  purchased 
the  article  should  obviously  not  consist  of  some  other  arsen- 
ate, as,  for  instance,  calcium  arsenate.  It  is  therefore  laid 
down  that,  apart  from  water,  the  total  impurities  in  the 
paste  shall  not  exceed  S  per  cent. 

Lime- Sulphur  (Solution  of  Sulphides  of  Calcium) 

(a)  Lime-sulphur  solution  as  sold  for  agricultural  and 
horticultural  purposes  shall  be  made  from  lime,  sulphur, 
and  water  only. 

(h)  The  specific  gravity  of  the  solution  as  sold  shall 
not  be  less  than  1.3  at  15°  C. 

(c)  The  solution  shall  be  free  from  suspended  matter 
and  shall  remain  clear  at  all  dilutions. 

Note. — Lime-sulphur  from  the  chemical  standpoint  is  ex- 
ceedingly complex,  but  it  is  clear  that  the  purchaser  should 
obtain  only  lime  (calcium)  and  sulphur  in  the  solution  (re- 
quirement (n)).  He  should  also  know  that  he  is  getting  an 
article  sufficiently  'strong  to  make  an  effective  spray  fluid  at 


the  dilutions  usually  advised  (requirement  (6)).  Finally,  since 
the  active  chemicals  in  the  solution  are  all  soluble  he  should 
not  be  sold  a  proportion  of  inactive  "sediment"  01 
'sludge"  (requirement  (c)). 

Nicotine 

It  is  proposed  to  deal  under  the  Bill  with  nicotine  when 
sold  as  such,  but  the  exact  requirements  are  still  under 
discussion.  Purchasers  of  nicotine  should,  however,  note 
that  while  the  term  "  nicotine  "  is  properly  applied  to 
the  chemical  in  its  free  or  uncombined  state,  it  is  some- 
times used  by  sellers  for  combinations  of  nicotine  with 
an  acid— e.g.,  nicotine  sulphate.  Nicotine  sulphate  is  an 
excellent  insecticide,  but  it  depends  for  its  action  on  the 
nicotine  it  yields,  and  this  nicotine  must  be  released 
by  mixing  it  with  an  alkali  or  spraying  soap  (which  is 
sufficiently  alkaline).  Further,  a  nicotine-sulphate"  spray- 
mg  solution  can  only  be  valued  by  the  percentage  of 
free  nicotine  it  yields  and  not  by  the  percentage  of 
nicotine  sulphate.  It  is  therefore  important  to  pur- 
chasers of  nicotine  that  they  should  have  a  statement 
from  the  seller  as  to  (1)  whether  the  article  is  free  nico- 
tine or  nicotine  in  combination,  such  as  nicotine  sulphate, 
and  (2)  the  percentage  of  free  nicotine  in  the  article,  or 
if  the  latter  contains  nicotine  in  combination,  the  per- 
centage of  free  nicotine  which  will  be  produced  on 
treatment  with  an  alkali. 

Copper  Sulphate 

Copper  sulphate  sold  for  use  in  a  spraying  mixture 
shall  contain  not  less  than  98  per  cent,  of  crystallised 
sulphate  of  copper  (CuSo^.5H„0). 

Note. — No  comment  is  needed  on  this  requirement,  as  it  is 
obvious  that  if  a  purchaser  needs  copper  isulphat«  for 
making  a  fungicide,  he  requires  it  free  from  impurities  such 
as  ".green  vitriol." 

Soft  (Potash)  Soaps 

(a)  Not  less  than  95  per  c«nt.  of  the  total  alkali  present 
in  soft — that  is,  potash — soap  sold  for  spraying  purposes 
shall  consist  of  potash. 

(h)  Soft,  or  potash,  soap  sold  for-spraying  purposes  shall 
bear  a  label  giving  separate  percentages  of  (1)  the  fatty 
acids,  and  (2)  the  resin  acids,  whic'h  the  soap  contains. 

Note. — Soaps  used  for  spraying  are  almost  always  "soft 
soaps,"  and  typically  such  soaps  are  made  by  the  combina- 
tion of  potash  with  a  fatty  acid.  Some  "  soft "  soaps  may. 
however,  contain  considerable  proportions  of  less  valuable 
forms  of  soap — as,  for  instance,  that  produced  by  the  imion 
of  soda  with  a  rc'sin  acid.  Potash  being  more  expensive 
than  soda,  there  is  always  a  tendency  in  the  cheaper  soft 
soaps  to  introduce  soda-resin  soaps,  which  have  the  dis- 
advantage of  producing  a  most  objectionable  curd  with 
water  which  is  at  all  bard,  blocking  the  spraying  tackle  and 
■reducing  the  efficacy  of  the  spray  fluid.  It  is,  thei^efore, 
essential  that  growers  should  be  able  to  purchase  potash 
(soft)  soap  with  the  guarantee  that  it  is  really  made  with 
potash,  and  the  knowledge  that  fatty  acids  have  not  been 
replaced  by  resin  acids 

Liver  of  Sulphur 

(a)  An  article  sold  as  "  liver  of  sulphur  "  shall  consist 
of  a  mixture  of  salts  of  potassium,  chiefly  sulphides. 

(6)  It  shall  conform  to  the  characters  and  tests  given  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1914,  for  sulphurated  potash ; 
and  shall  contain  not  less  than  42  per  cent,  nor  more  than 
45  per  cent,  of  sulphur  as  determined  by  the  process 
prescribed  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  the  estimatiom 
of  sulphur  in  sulphurated  potash. 

Note. — Liver  of  sulphur  is  now  used  less  often  than  for- 
merly, but  nevertheless  those  who  do  purchase  it  should 
obtain  the  potassium  salts  as  defined  above,  and  not  the 
cheaper  sodium  compounds.  This  remark  does  not  imply 
any  comparison  between  the  values  of  the  potassium  and 
other  sulphides  for  spraying  purposes,  but  is  merely  to 
point  out  that  if  a  purchaser  is  paying  for  an  article,  he 
should  be  supplied  with  it  and  not  with  something  else, 
which  perhaps  costs  loss  to  manufactui'e. 

The  Ministry  is  anxious  that  this  recommendation  should 
not  in  any  way  discourage  the  use  of  the  sulphides  of 
sodium.  Since  the  action  of  either  potassium  or  sodium 
sulphide  depends  on  the  sulphur  and  not  on  the  potassium 
or  sodium,  it  is  undesirable  to  discriminate  in  any  way 
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against  the  sodium  compound.  When  the  time  should 
come  for  proceeding  with  the  proposed  legislation  this 
point  will  require  further  consideration  in  conjunction  with 
the  industries  concerned  :,  in  the  meantime  it  is  desired 
to  present  the  recommendations  as  nearly  as  passible  in 
the  form  iu  which  they  were  agreed. 

Sodium  and  Potassium  Cyanides 

(a)  An  article  sold  as  sodium  cyanide  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes  shall  be  capable  of  evolving 
(when  treated  with  an  acid)  not  less  than  56  per  cent,  of 
its  weight  as  hydrocyanic  acid. 

(6)  An  article  sold  as  potassium  cyanide  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes  shall  be  capable  of  evolving 
(when  treated  with  an  acid)  not  less  than  43.7  per  cent,  of 
its  weight  as  hydrocyanic  acid. 

Note. — In  fumigating  with  hydrocyanic-acid  gas  it  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  that  the  dose  shall  be  accurately 
calculated,  and  this,  of  course,  is  impossible  unless  the  pur- 
chaser can  obtain  the  "cyanide"  practically  pure.  Pur- 
chasers should  therefore  insist  on  a  guarantee  in  accordance 
with  the  above  requirement.  Sodium  cyanide  is  almost 
invariably  used,  as  it  is  cheaper  and  weight  for  weight 
gives  off  more  gas  than  the  potassium  cyanide.  The  latter 
is  included,  however,  in  case  any  'shoidd  still  prefer  it. 

FOKMALDEHYDE 

This  substance  is  not  at  present  within  the  scope  of  the 
proposed  legislation,  but  it  is  desirable  that  it  should 
receive  mention  here  on  account  of  its  increasing  popu- 
larity as  a  dressing  for  cereals  against  bunt,  etc.  For- 
maldehyde is  often  referred  to  as  "  formalin,"  which  was 
originally  the  trade  name  applied  by  a  German  company 
to  a  40  per  cent,  solutio'n  of  formaldehyde.  It  is  impor- 
tant that  under  whatever  name  formaldehyde  is  bought 
a  guarantee  should  be  obtained  as  to  the  percentage  of 
formaldehyde  in  the  solution  isupplied. 


Festivities 

Pharmacists  Organise  Children's  Treat 

A  Christmas  treat  for  600  poor  children  of  the  Cornish 
miners  in  St.  Just,  Pendeen,  and  district  was  held  at 
the  residence  of  Mr.  L.  G.  Tonking  (of  Tonking  & 
Rough,  The  Pharmacy,  St.  Just,  Cornwall),  Boswedden 
House,  near  Cape  Cornwall,  on  Christmas  Day.  The 
whole  scheme  of  this  Christmas  treat  originated  from 
Tonking  &  Rough,  who  obtained  most  of  their  funds  and 
gifts  from  large  wholesale  firms  in  thexountry  with  whom 
they  deal.  Upwards  of  £40  in  cash  was  obtained,  as  well 
as  many  contributions  of  soap,  food,  etc.,  and  the  sick 
and  invalids  who  are  poor  received  necessities  for  the 
sick-room  free  from  Messrs.  Tonking  &  Rough.

Attempted-poisoning  Charge 

At  Hay,  on  January  12,  the  hearing  of  the  charge 
against  Major  Herbert  R.  Armstrong,  solicitor,  of 
attempting  to  murder  Ml\  Oswald  N.  Martin,  solicitor, 
by  administering  arsenic  to  him  (C.  ct-  D.,  January  14, 
p.  39),  was  continued.  The  principal  witnesses  were  Mr. 
John  Fred  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist.  High  Town, 
Hay,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Davies,  and  Mr.  John  Hird,  assistant 
to  Mr.  Davies.  Mr.  Hird,  whose  evidence  came  first, 
deposed  that  on  January  11,  1921,  Mr.  Armstrong  pur- 
chased from  him  ^  lb.  of  arsenic  and  signed  the  poison- 
book,  saying  that  he  wanted  it  for  weed-killer.  Mr. 
Davies  came  forward  and  told  him  he  would  want  potash 
with  it,  to  dissolve  it,  but  Mr.  Armstrong  said  he  had 
a  private  recipe  for  making  weed-killer.  Mr.  Davies 
directed  the  witness  to  colour  it  with  charcoal,  and  he 
did  so.  A  red  label,  "  Arsenic,"  was  placed  on  the 
parcel.  The  witness  was  not  cross-examined.  After  Mrs. 
Davies  had  given  particulars  in  the  witness-box  of  Mr. 
Martin's  illness,  and  of  her  examination  of  the  suspected 
chocolates,  Mr.  John  Fred  Davies  was  called.  He  pro- 
duced books  recording  the  following  sales  of  poison  to 
the  accused  :  On  July  27,  1912,  one  gallon  of  weed-killer ; 
June  23,  1913,  three  gallons  of  weed-killer;  May  2,  1914, 
^  lb.  of  arsenic  and  1  lb.  of  caustic  soda;  June  7,  1919, 
^  lb.  of  arsenic  (sold  for  weed-killer)  ;  May  4,  1920,  four 
gallons  of  weed-killer ;  August  4,  1920,  three  tins  of 
weed-killer ;  January  11,  1921,  ^  lb.  of  arsenic.  The 
accused  had  signed.  The  Arsenic  Act  said  that  indigo 
or  soot  was  to  be  used  for  colouring  arsenic,  but  charcoal 
was  generally  used.  Mrs.  Davies  showed  him  the  box  of 
chocolates,  and  he  noticed  that  one  in  particular  had  a 
little  white  powder  scattered  over  one  end.  Two  of  the 
chocolates  had  certainly  been  tampered  with.  There 
were  small  holes  at  the  end,  as  if  some  of  the  chocolate 
had  been  removed  with  a  gouge.  He  took  the  chocolates 
in  the  box  to  Dr.  Hincks.  Later  the  doctor  brought  them 
back,  together  with  a  bottle  containing  a  liquid,  and 
the  witness  sealed  them  up  and  addressed  them  to 
the  laboratories  of  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 
In  cross-examination,  Mr.  Davies  said  that  Dr.  Hincks 
dispensed  his  own  prescriptions  as  a  rule,  and  those  for 
Mr.  Martin  were  not  made  up  by  the  witness.  The  pur- 
chase of  weed-killer  and  arsenic  was  not  out  of  the 
common.  He  could  not  remember  what  purchases  of  weed- 
killer were  made.  There  could  be  no  secret  about  it,  as  a 
person  would  sign  in  the  ordinary  way.  Witness  added 
that  he  had  a  fairly  good  recollection  of  the  purchases 
in  1919,  because  weed-killer  was  expensive  at  the  time. 
Mr.  Micklethwait,  re-examining  :  What  was  the  price  of 
arsenic  in  1919  ? — It  was  dearer  than  it  was  before  the 
war.  Was  there  anything  saved  by  buying  caustic  soda 
and  arsenic  and  mixing  it  yourself  ? — When  you  consider 
you  spoil  the  utensil  in  which  it  is  mixed  it  would  be  the 
other  way  round.  There  is  also  the  general  objection  to 
handling.  No  doubt  there  woiild  be  a  saving  in  actual 
cost.  It  would  cost  4s.  3d.  to  make  25  gallons  of 
weed -killer.  The  chairman  remarked  that  weed -killer 
before  the  war  used  to  cost  Is.  8d.  a  tin,  which  made 
25  gallons.  The  evidence  of  two  other  witnesses  was 
taken,  and  the  hearing  was  again  adjourned. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session 

Belfast. — A  committee  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Retail 
Drug  Trade  Association  was  held  in  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Rooms,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  on 
January  16,  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson  (Vice-President)  presid- 
ing; others  present  were  Messrs.  J.  A.  Bingham,  E.  J. 
Roberts,  J.  Dundee,  J.  Moffet,  J.  Macauley,  J.  C.  Culbert, 
C.  Abernethy,  and  the  secretary  (Mr.  W.  J.  Stevenson). 
Correspondence  was  read  from  Fassett  &  Johnson,  Ltd., 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  the  Palm- 
olive  Co.,  W.  J.  Henning,  Ltd.  (Larne),  Grosvenor 
Chemical  Co.,  Dublin  and  Provincial  Retail  Drug  Asso- 
ciation. A  report  was  received  from  the  sub-committee 
appointed  to  interview  the  Wholesale  Merchants'  Associa- 
tion (Drug  Section)  with  regard  to  the  distribution  of 
patent  medicines  and  other  proprietary  articles  to  other 
retailers  who  "cut"  prices.  The  report  was  adopted. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  two  sub-committee  of  the  respec- 
tive associations  should  meet  once  a  month  to  consider 
complaints  and  confer  on  general  trade  matters. 

Ealing.  — The  Ealing  Pharmacists'  Association  met  on 
January  10,  the  President  (Mr.  Thos.  Marns)  presiding. 
It  was  stated  that  a.  dairy  company  at  Bedford  Park 
had  been  selling  5s.  tins  of  Glaxo  at  4s.  9d.  per  tin,  and 
had  shown  it  in  the  window  at  that  price.  The  matter 
is  to  be  reported  to  the  proprietors  of  Glaxo. 

Xilverpool.  — At  the  annual  meeting,  on  January  18,  of 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  at  the  Royal  Institu- 
tion, Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (secretary)  reported  that  250 
members  and  associates  were  on  the  roll,  being  an  increase 
of  thirty-three  for  the  year,  and  interest  in  the  proceed- 
ings had  increased.  Tiie  .  report,  characterised  as  admir- 
able, comprehensive,  and  worthy  of  the  traditions  of  the 
Association,  was  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  David 
Evans,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ashcroft.  The  treasurer  (Mr. 
Furniss)  reported  a  credit  balance.  Printing,  stationery, 
and  postages  had  cost  £54.  The  balance-sheet  was 
adopted.  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  moved  a  series  of  resolu- 
tions to  f  aciliUte  the  formation  of  branches  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
within  the  Association  itself,  but  free  of  control  by  the 
Association.  This  was  carried  unanimously.  The  Council 
of  the  Association  was  re-elected,  there  being  no,  new 
nominations.  Mr.  Martin  Hughes  was  appointed  trea- 
surer, Mr.  Furniss  declining  re-election.  Mr.  Humphreys 
Jones  was  appointed  auditor  to  fill  one  vacancy.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Clubb  (President),  in  his  address,  thanked  the 
oflicers  for  their  support,  and  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
late  Mr.  W.  P.  Evans.  He  criticised  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  as  a  hardship  to  pharmacists,  but  recognised 
the  considerate  local  administration.  He  suggested  a  co- 
operation or  federation  of  all  Merseyside  associations^  of 
pharmacists.  Such  federation  might  form  a  local  buying 
committee,  especially  ifor  the  provision  of  proprietaries.  He 
suggested  that  communications  be  opened  with  the  neigh- 
bouring associations  to  advance  co-operation  and  social 
intercourse.  A  discussion  followed  on  the  working  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and  the  proposed  federation. 

Iiondon  (Co.).— The  London  County  Pharmaceutical 
Association  held  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
on  January  17,  Mr.  W.  E.  D.  Shirtliff  (President)  in  the 
chair.  A  statement  of  the  work  done  by  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  formally  re- 
ceived. The  Committee  decided  to  continue  the  sub- 
scription to  the  Early  Closing  Association.  Reports  of 
the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  meetings  of 
December  and  January  were  submitted.  Discussion  took 
place  on  the  proposed  alterations  of  terms  of  service, 
and  several  members  protested  against  any  reduction  of 
the  fees.  The  Committee  were  unanimously  in  favour  of 
continuing  tlie  present  system  of  payment  of  monthly 
accounts  with  monthly  alterations  in  the  tariff.  Exception 
was  taken  to  the  proposed  issue  of  single-sheet  prescrip- 
tions. The  reports  were  then  adopted.  The  Organisation 
Sub-Committee  gave  particulars  of  their  deliberations 
on  the  reorganisation  and  formation  of  branches  of  the 
Pharmaceutical   Society.      Owing  to  the    diversity  of 


opinions  expressed  the  report  was  referred  back.  There 
was  a  further  statement  dealing  extensively  with  trade 
matters  and  the  sale  of  certain  proprietaries  at  cut  prices, 
and  the  secretary  was  requested  to  write  to  a  number  of 
wholesale  manufacturing  and  distributing  houses.  A 
social  committee  was  appointed  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  the  annual  dinner,  at  the  Connaught 
Rooms,  on  February  16.  With  regard  to  sports  and  other 
social  events  the  Committee  requested  the  secretary  to 
convene  at  an  early  date  a  meeting  of  the  officers  of 
the  various  associations  in  London,  with  the  co-operation 
of  Mr.  J.  Hearle,  secretary  of  the  Scripts  Sports  Club. 

Iiondon  (W.). — A  meeting  of  the  North  London  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  held  on  January  17,  Mr.  A.  H. 
Jenkin  in  the  chair.  The  President  of  the  Society  (Mr. 
E.  T.  Neathercoat)  gave  an  address  on  The  Future 
Organisation  of  the  PharmacPAitical  Soriety.  He  pointed 
out  that  on  the  question  of  separation  of  functions  he 
did  not  attach  much  importance  to  the  so-called  sharp 
division  of  interests  which  many  assert.  He  emphasised 
that  organisation  can  easily  be  overdone,  and  during  the 
last  ten  years  it  seemed  that  the  Society  had  been  over- 
organised.  After  analysing  the  details  of  all  the 
organisations  covering  pharmacy,  he  point-ed  out  that  the 
Conference  of  Local  Associations  was  ultimately  dealing 
almost  entirely  with  Health  Insurance.  The  giving  up 
of  all  the  so-called  trade  matters  and  the  pressing  for- 
ward of  the  scientific  side  was  making  too  much  of  a 
difference  which  was  on  the  surface  rather  than  some 
deep  cleaving  line.  The  one  main  theme  was  pharmacy, 
and  no  matter  where  the  individual  functioned,  the  Society 
was  the  home ;  the  qualification  was  the  link.  All  over 
the  country,  he  contended,  centres  of  this  principle  of 
pharmacists  in  one  common  fraternity  shbuld  of  necessity 
be  formed  in  order  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  for  their 
calling.  He  then  proceeded  to  outline  the  present  scheme 
as  put  forward  by  the  Council,  and  laid  it  down  that 
every  pharmacist  who  was  a  member  of  the  Society,  as 
well  as  associates,  would  be  allocated  to  these 
local  branches.  He  '  deprecated  any  upheaval  in 
the  local  associations,  and  the  scheme  was  drawn  up  so 
that  as  little  disturbance  as  possible  should  take  place. 
He  also  showed  how  pharmacists  \yho  did  not  contribute 
to  the  common  good  had  no  claim  on  the  consideration  of 
the  branches.  The  work  necessary  was  largely  covered 
by  social,  political,  and  educational  activities.  The 
primary  idea  was  that  an  officer  in  each  area  would  be 
directly  connected  -with  the  Society.  On  the  question  of 
finance,  he  stated  that  a  subscription  amount  equal  to 
2s.  6d.  per  member  would  be  set  aside.  He  would  not 
call  it  a  Subsidy,  as  it  was  a  word  and  idea  which  had 
been  sadly  abused.  The  key  of  the  position  was  that  of 
an  annual  conference,  with  delegates  from  all  the  associa- 
tions. The  nature  of  the  conference  would  be  a  combina- 
tion of  most  of  the  activities  they  already  had  in  the 
various  conferences  connected  with  pharmacy.  Develop- 
ment would  be  on  these  lines.  With  regard  to  London, 
he  pointed  out  that  with  the  six  branches  it  might  be 
possible  to  consolidate  this,  and  it  should  also  be  feasible 
to  link  up  all  these  into  a  federation.  The  one  aim _  of 
all  this  was  to  consolidate,  strengthen,  and  make  im- 
pregnable the  qualification.  Pharmacists  should  unite 
in  resisting  all  possible  attacks.  A  discussion  followed, 
in  which  the  President  replied  to  various  questions. 

London  (S.B.). — The  South-East  London  Chemists' 
Association  held  a  meeting  at  the  Hatcham  Liberal  Club. 
New  Cross  Gate,  on  January  11,  at  which  the  President 
(Mr.  Milner),  in  opening  the  proceedings,  expressed  the 
.sjTnpathy  of  the  members  with  the  widow  of  the  late 
Mr.  Williams  (Austins,  Ltd.,  Bermondsey  Street,  S.E.). 
It  was  agreed  that  a  notice  of  motion  should  go  forward 
to  next  meeting,  with  a  view  to  the  admission  of  associates 
and  student-associates.  The  President  then  called  upon 
Mr.  J.  T.  Ward  (British  Colloids,  Ltd.)  to  give  his 
address  on  Colloidal  Products. 

IWanchester.— A  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  held  on  January  11,  Mr.  T.  E. 
Eastwood  (President)  in  the  chair.  Dr.  S.  R.  Wilson, 
who    gave   a   lecture    on    The    Physiological    Bosts  of 
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Hypnosis  and  Suggestion .  described  how  he  came  to  take 
up  the  study  of  hypnosis  and  suggestion.  He  told  of  a 
visit  to  a  music-hall,  where  he  saw  what,  at  that  time, 
was  to  him  a  wonderful  performance.  When  he  arrived 
home  he  thought  w^as  it  possible  for  him  to  emulate 
such  deeds?  However,  after  prolonged  experiments,  he 
progressed  so  favourably  that  now  he  really  wondered 
why  he  had  doubted  the  possibilities  of  his  power.  He 
wished  to  impress  his  audience  that,  no  matter  what  they 
thought  they  ought  to  bic  .able  to  do,  they  could  do  it 
if  they  would  only  set  theii'  mind  on  doing  it.  and  have 
no  doubt  at  all  as  to  the  possibility  of  failure.  If  the 
latter  once  entered  their  head,  they  would  not  succeed. 
From  diagrams  which  he  exhibited  he  explained'  the 
possibilities  Oif  hypnosis  and  suggestion.  Dr.  Wilson  also 
illustrated  his  powers  by  making  certain  members  of  the 
audience  do  his  bidding.  The  lecture  was  listened  to 
with  the  greatest  interest. 

Salford. — A  meeting  of  the  Salford  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  on  January  12,  Mr.  G'.  J.  Blore 
(President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  F.  Hindle  (Preston)  gave 
an  address  explaining  the  various  services  of  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  and  the  advantages  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association.  In  conclusion,  he  asked  for  the 
support  of  members  for  the  R.P.U. 

Slieffleld, — A  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical 
and  Chemical  Society  was  held  on  January  11,  Mr.  A. 
Knowles  presiding.  Mr.  Hammond  drew  attention 
to  the  alteration  in  the  date  of  the  supper  from 
February  9  to  February  16.  An  address  was  then  given 
by  Mr.  Hines  on  The  Utilisation  of  Pharmaceutical 
Energy.  He  prefaced  his  remarks  by  saying  that  his 
subject  was  a  corollary  to  his  paper  given  at  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Scarborough.  Laying 
stress  on  the  importance  of  the  lines  of  policy 
adopted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he  proceeded 
to  point  out  that  educationally  progress  was  well- 
defined.  From  this  he  developed  his  main  thesis 
that  education  and  reform  must  go  hand  in  hand. 
He  appealed  for  recognition  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  qualification  for  the  dispensing  of  medicines, 
together  with  present  control  and  ultimate  abolition 
of  the  unqualified  pliarmacy  proprietor.  He  asked  for  a 
cessation  of  so-called  organisation  activities  in  order  that 
full  play  might  be  given  for  an  effort  to  prevent  the 
continual  depreciatioji  of  the  pharmacist's  security,  indi- 
cating the  menace  of  the  drug-store  proprietor.  It 
appeared  to  him  folly  for  the  Society  to  proceed  with 
its  educational  programme,  the  imposing  of  curricula,  the 
recognition  of  technical  schools  and  institutes,  the  revision 
of  the  Major,  and  so  on,  unless  at  the  same  time  chemists 
are  working  equally  strenuously  in  demanding  of  the  State 
fair  play  and  a  fair  outlet  for  pharmaceutical  service.

The  Calcium  Carbide  Case 

Ok  January  14  Mr.  Cyril  Atkinson,  K.C.,  the  Referee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  under  Part  I. 
of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  to  decide  whether 
articles  have  been  improperly  excluded  from  or  included 
in  the  list  of  articles  chargeable  with  duty,  heard  evidence 
privately  in  connection  with  the  complaint  concerning 
calcium  carbide,  with  regard  to  costs  of  production.  The 
complainants  intimated  before  the  inquiry  adjourned  in 
December  [C.  <f-  D.,  December  24,  p.  59)  that  they  would 
prefer  to  give  this  evidence  in  camera. 

Public  Hearing  Resumed 

Subsequently  the  public  were  admitted,  and  Sir  Duncan 
Kerly,  K.C.,  representing  Messrs.  Alan  Liversidge,  pro- 
ceeded to  open  his  case  in  opposition  to  the  complaint. 
He  submitted  at  the  outset  that  the  case  turned  on  the 
reading  of  the  words  "synthetic  organic  chemical"  in 
the  Schedule  to  the  Act,  and  that  the  complainants  had 
failed  to  make  out  their  case.  His  view  was  that  the  im- 
position of  a  duty  on  imported  calcium  carbide  could  never 
sufficiently  help  the  complainants  in  carrying  on  its  manu- 
facture here.  The  question  of  water-power  was  a  very 
important  item,  and  in  this  country  it  could  not  be 
obtained.  Those  instructing  him  had  an  enormous  busi- 
ness in  carbide  and  acetylene.  They  bought  carbide,  and 
manufactured  acetylene  from  it.  The  effect  of  imposing 
a  duty  on  the  calcium  carbide  imported  from  Norway 
would  simply  mean  that  the  trade  would  go  to  Canada, 
without  helping  manufacture  in  England  at  all.  The 
complainants  had  said  that  calcium  carbide  was  an  organic 
chemical,  and  had  based  their  case  on  text-book  defini- 
tions, which  was  the  wrong  point  of  view.  The  Referee 
should  interpret  the  phrase  in  the  Act,  and  see  what 
the  Act  was  aiming  at.  It  was  aiming,  he  su_bmitted,  at 
the  products  of  German  laboratory  processes,  and  the 
typical  example  was  the  dye  industry,  wh'ich  was  referred 
to  in  the  Act.  The  Act  was  addressed  to  the  industrial 
chemist  rather  than  to  the  theoretical  chemist  or  the 
analytical  chemist.  They  must  look  at  the  purpose  of 
the  Act,  because  Acts  of  Parliament  always  contained 
words  which  were  used  descriptively,  and  were  often  in- 
definite. He  submitted  that  the  phrase  "  synthetic 
organic  chemical ' '  was  descriptive. 

Sir  Duncan  then  went  on  to  examine  the  words  in 
that  phrase,  and  started  with  the  word  "  chemical." 
Evidence  that  had  already  been  given  on  behalf  of  the 
complainants  showed  that  calcium  carbide  was  not  manu- 
factured by  skilled  chemical  processes,  and  its  purity 
was  only  80  per  cent.  The  process  of  manufacture  of 
calcium  carbide  he  likened  to  the  blast-furnace.  Then 
he  came  to  the  problem  as  to  whether  calcium  carbide 
was  "  organic."  A  number  of  tests  had  been  mentioned, 
which  were  used  to  enable  one  to  decide  whether  sub- 
stances were  organic,  but  in  regard  to  most  of  them,  if 
not  all,  there  were  some  substances  which  were  classed 
as  organic,  but  which  would  not  answer  to  them.  He 
would  not  say  that  unless  a  substance  answered  to  all 
those  tests  it  was  not  organic,  but  that  if  it  were  found 
that  a  substance  answered  to  all  or  most  of  them,  then 
it  was  classified  as  organic.  Having  regard  to  the  general 
answer  that  calcium  carbide  gave  to  all  those  tests,  the 
Referee  should  have  no  difficulty  in  writing  it  down  as 
not  an  organic  chemical.  For  instance,  with  regard  to 
the  test  which  consisted  of  heating  calcium  carbide  in 
a  test-tube,  it  had  been  admitted  by  Mr.  Ballantyne, 
the  chief  witness  for  the  complainants,  that  there  were 
some  organics  which  would  stand  a  good  deal  of  heat. 
Again,  organic  substances  were  generally  unstable,  but 
complainants  had  been  able  to  suggest  one  or  two  v  hich 
w^ere  exceptional.  There  was  also  the  solubility  test, 
and  he  believed  the  proposition  that  organic  substances 
were  generally  soluble  had  been  accepted.  Again, 
organic  substances  formed  chains  or  rings,  and  he 
believed  Mr.  Ballantyne  had  agreed  that  calcium  carbide 
was  not  a  member  of  either  a  chain  or  a  ring. 
It  had  been  admitted  by  witnesses  that  calcium  carbide 
was  often  dealt  with  in  books  dealing  with  inorganic 
compounds,  and  Mr.   Ballantyne  had  said  that  90  per 
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cent,  of  the  references  to  it  had  been  found  in  the 
"inorganic"  sections  of  books.  This  brought  Sir  Artliur 
Coleiax  to  his  feet,  who  pointed  out  that  the  opponents 
to  the  complaint  had  admitted ,  that  that  was  a  matter 
of  convenienie.  To  this  remark,  Sir  Duncan  answered 
that  the  whole  thing  was  a  question  of  convenience,  but 
the  fact  that  references  to  calcium  carbide  were  usually 
to  be  found  under  "inorganic"  headings  was  the  impor- 
tant thing. 

What  "Synthetic"  Means 
Dealing  with  the  word  "  synthetic,"  Sir  Duncan  con- 
tended that  even  if  calcium  carbide  were  an  organic 
chemical,  it  was  not  a  synthetic  organic  chemical,  and 
he  attached  considerable  importance  to  that  contention. 
In  the  Act,  the  word  "synthetic"  meant  an  artificial 
compound  devised  to  serve  uses  which  were  previously 
served  by  natural  compounds  or  extracts,  and  was 
extended  to  newiy  invented  members  of  synthetic  groups. 
There  was  some  ditlicuity  on  the  part  of  counsel  for 
the  complainants  in  appreciating  the  exact  meaning  of 
Sir  Duncan  s  definition,  which  he  further  elaborated. 
A  type  of  synthetic  compound  was  synthetic  indigo,  or 
synthetic  drugs,  which  were  artificial  manufactures  to 
imitate  natural  products  and  extracts.  It  did  not  mean 
all  artificial  compounds.  It  was  only  where  newly 
invented  members  fell  into  the  groups  which  were 
denoted  by  the  synthetic  members  in  the  original  sense. 
H.is  submission  was  that  before  the  inquiry  arose  nobody 
would  have  described  calcium  carbide  as  synthetic, 
because  the  whoie  idea  of  substitution'  for  a  natural  pro- 
duct was  absent  from  it.  He  enumerated  the  most 
important  antitheses  of  a  synthetic  organic  chemical— 
namely,  natural  products,  ores,  metals,  and  other  fur- 
nace products,  and  heavy  products.  He  suggested  that 
calcium  carbide  was  a  furnace  product,  because  the  pro- 
cess of  manufacture  was  purely  a  heat  process.  It  had 
.been  agreed  that  calcium  carbide  was  a  stony,  mineral- 
like substance,  exceedingly  hard,  was  resistant  to  fire 
and  stab.e  at  a  temperature  of  something  like  1,603°  C, 
was  insoluble,  and  had  a  degree  of .  purity  of  80  per- 
cent. It  had  no  relation  to  any  generally  accepted 
organic  compound,  except  that  it  produced  acetylene. 
The  complainants'  case  was  purely  academic,  being  based 
on  the  association  of  acetyjene  with  carbide.  He  under- 
stood that  their  point  was  that  an  organic  compound 
was_  a  hydrocarbon,  or  the  derivative  of  a  hydrocarbon, 
and  they  had  described  calcium  carbide  as  a  derivative 
of  acetylene ;  in  other  words,  the  parent  was  the  deriva- 
tive of  the  child,  i&ir  Duncan  then  disputed  the  con- 
tention that  the  carbon  in  calcium  carbide  was  more 
important  than  the  calcium.  In  this  connection,  he  said 
that  carbon  was  found  in  all  carbides,  and  many  of 
them  would  not  produce  acetylene.  The  acetylene  was 
formed  by  the  reaction  between  the  calcium  and  the 
oxygen.  In  conclusion,  he  reiterated  that  the  Referee  s 
decision  should  not  depend  upon  an  academic  definition, 
but  that  he  should  try  to  place  the  proper  interpretation 
upon  the  Schedule  to  the  Act.  -  ,  . 

Some  little  discussion  arose  as  to  upon  whom  rested 
the  onus  of  proof  in  the  event  of  the  Referee  not  being 
able  to  decide  in  a  dispute,  and  it  was  pointed  out  by 
Mr.  Douglas  Hogg,  K.C.,  who  is  representing  importers 
in  England  and  manufacturers  in  Norway,  that  the  com- 
plainants should  bear  the  burden  of  proof.  They  had 
complained  that  .something  had  been  done  wrongly,  and, 
therefore,  they  should  be  able  to  establish  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Referee  that  that  was  the  case. 
Mr  Hogg  also  informed  the  Referee  that  as  the  case 
put'  forward  by  Sir  Dimcan  Kerly  was,  in  its  essentials, 
much  the  same  as  that  which  he  himself  would  put  for- 
ward, he  did  not  propose  to  address  him,  but  would 
reserve  his  remarks  until  a  later  stage.  Mr.  Whitehead, 
who  is  appearing  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  also  announced 
his  intention  of  adopting  that  course.  Sir  Arthur 
Colefax,  K.C.,  for  the  complainants,  pointed  out  that  if 
there  were  points  to  be  raised  which  were  different  from 
those  which  Sir  Duncan  had  enumerated,  he  should  have 
warning,  so  that  he  could  direct  his  cross-examination  of 
v.itnesses  to  those  points.  He  was  assured,  however,  by 
both  Mr.  Hogg  and  Mr.  Whitehead  that  they  would  not 
attempt  to  raise  points  which  Sir  Arthur  would  not  have 


a  chance  of  cross-examining  witnesses  upon,  and  Mr. 
Whitehead  added  that  the  Board  of  Trade  were  merely 
opposing  because  they  had  excluded  calcium  carbide  from 
their  list,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  organic. 

Evidence  ebom  the  Opposeks 

Mr.  James  Swinburne,  F.R.S.,  then  gave  evidence  on 
behalf  of  the  opponents.  He  had  acted  for  a  good  many 
years  as  scientific  adviser  to  many  English  manufacturers, 
and  described  himself  as  an  engineering  chemist,  although 
he  had  not  specialised  in  chemistry.  To  go  through  a 
number  of  tests  with  the  object  of  deciding  whether  or 
not  calcium  carbide  was  organic  he  described  as  absurd. 
They  knew  the  properties  of  the  carbides,  and  the  ques- 
tion to  decide  was  whether  calcium  carbide,  having  those 
properties,  was  organic  or  inorganic.  In  his  view,  calcium 
carbide  was  a  furnace  product,  and  organic  bodies,  as 
a  rule,  were  not  furnace  products.  He  touched  briefly 
on  the  other  properties  which  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
calcium  carbide  was  not  organic ;  it  was  insoluble  in 
organic  solvents,  it  was  very  hard,  it  was  a  conductor 
of  electricity,  and  there  were  also  its  properties  of  density 
and  opacity.  Those  were .  some  of  the  properties  which 
struck  him  as  being  inconsistent  with  calcium  carbide 
being  organic.  He  also  bore  out  counsel's  contention 
that  the  calcium  was  more  important  than  the  carbon. 
An  adjournment  was  then  made  until  January  19. 


Bankruptcy  Report 

Be  Stanley  Ward  &  Co.  (Stanley  Francis  Ward, 
trading  as),  74  Great  Tower  Street,  London,  E.G.,  general 
produce  merchant. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was 
held  on  January  9,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court. 
The  debtor  filed  his  own  petition.  The  Official  Receiver, 
who  presided,  said  that  no  statement  of  the  debtor's 
affairs  had  yet  been  lodged,  but  the  liabilities  were 
roughly  estimated  at  £115;000.  The  assets  consisted  of 
book  debts  due  from  debtors  in  various  parts  of  the 
world  of  the  nominal  amount  of  iG113,000.  In  a 
preliminary  examination  the  debtor  had  stated  that 
he  began  business  eleven  years  ago  with  a  capital 
of  £900,  which  he  borrowed  and  had  since  repaid. 
His  present  position  had  been  brought  about  by  the 
failure  of  his  buyers  to  take  up  documents  on  pre- 
sentation and  to  the  fact  that  certain  American 
firms  had  shipped  to  him  goods  which  were  not  up  to 
warranty.  He  had  obtained  judgment  in  the  High  Court 
against  one  American  company  for  £59.000.  He  also  had 
actions  pending  in  different  parts  of  the  world,  and  in 
due  course  would  furnish  the  Official  Receiver  with  full 
particulars  of  these  claims  and  the  names  of  the  solicitors 
in  the  various  countries  who  were  conducting  the  actions. 
The  debtor  had  further  stated  that  he  had  a  branch  office 
at  Le  Havre  under  management,  but  the  property  there 
was  not  sufficient  to  meet  a  distress.  He  filed  hi';  petition 
in  bankruptcy  because  he  was  served  with  a  bankruptcy 
notice,  with  the  terms  of  which  he  was  unable  to  comply. 
In  the  last  few  months  he  had  sold  two  motor-cars  for 
£400,  part  of  which  he  used  in  the  business,  the  balance 
being  now  at  his  office.  He  thought  that  the  amount  of 
cash  in  hand  w:as  £198.  The  Official  Receiver  said  that 
a  proposal  had  been  suggested  to  hfm  for  submission  to 
the  creditors  which  he  could  only  describe  as  a  deed  of 
arrangement.  It  appeared  to  be  that  the  assets  should 
be  realised,  and  that,  as  they  came  in,  in=talmpnts  should 
be  paid  to  the  creditors;  and,  further,  that  the  arrange- 
ment should  be  submitted  to  the  Court  with  a  view  to 
the  annulment  of  the  bankruptcy.  A  creditor  remarked 
that  it  was  really  a  question  of  prosecuting  the  claims 
of  the  debtor  abroad.  "  The  creditors  feared  that  if  the 
necessary  action  were  not  taken  the  only  asset  would  be 
lost.  The  Official  Receiver  pointed  out  that  the  debtor's 
difficulty  was  that  the  .suggested  arrangement  did  not 
appear  to  show  any  advantage  over  an  administration  in 
bankruptcy,  and  he  did  not  think  it  stood  any  chance  of 
being  approved  by  the  Court.  The  creditors  appointed 
Mr.  L.  H.  Lemon',  C.A.,  7  Kina:  S'trpet,  Cheapside,  E.G., 
trustee,  with  a  committee  of  inspection.

Special  oil,  for  Diesels  and  motors,  is  steady  and  un- 
changed at  lOd.  per  gallon,  barrels  free.  White  oils  are 
slightly  easier  on  a  dull  market.  Special  No.  -1,  £50: 
No.  1,  £46;  No.  1a,  half -white,  £40,  in  driuns  free: 
No,  2,  half- white,  £35,  in  barrels  free— all  ex  wharf, 
London.  Lubricating  oils. — There  has  been  a  fall  of 
25c,  in  crude.  Spot  and  shipping  prices  remain  un- 
chancred  so  far.  Pales,  £15  to  £28  10s.;  reds.  £21  to 
£33:  dark  cvlinders,  £21  to  £39;  filtered^ cylinders,  £27 
to  £45:  blacks,  £8  to  £20,  ex  wharf  London,  less  2^  per 
cent.    Soluble  oil,  £26. 

ANiiiAL  .AND  FISH  OILS,  TALLQ-ws,  ETC. — Tallows  are  the 
weak  feature  of  this  market,  and  prices  are  showing  up 
once  again  at  lower  figures  and  still  only  small  demand. 
Most  other  products  are  steady  and  unchanged.  Bone 
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GEEASE. — Values  are  about  the  same  and  seem  fairly 
steady ;  business  has  not  been  good  :  pale  water,  34s.  6d.  ; 
brown,  31s.  ;  benzine,  27s.  9d.  English  lard  oil  remains 
at  65s.  to  80s.  per  cwt.  Neat's-foot  oil  is  steadier  but 
still  dull  at  about  4s.  9d.  to  5s.  per  gallon,  according  to 
acidity.  Pale  horse  oil  is  steadier  and  unchanged  at 
35s.  per  cwt.  delivered.  Fish  oils  continue  on  the  quiet 
side,  with  prices  quoted  unchanged  throughout  as  given  in 
our  last  issue.  Tallows. ^ — Another  quiet  week  of  business 
is  recorded,  and  prices  are  lower ;  they  are  considered  very 
cheap.  Last  week's  auction  saw  about  850  lots  sold  out 
of  over  2,000  offered,  and  at  auction  this  week  2,714  casks 
Australasian  offered  and  412  sold  at  a  reduction  of  6d. 
Spot  Australian  fine  mutton  about  43s.  ;  fine  beef,  44s.  ; 
good  mixed,  39s.  ;  and  inferior,  32s.  to  35s. 

Fixed  Oils,  etc. 
A  poor  week  of  business  is  recorded  in  practically  all 
materials  in  this  market.  Raw  linseed  oil  on  spot  and 
American  turpentine  are  both  cheaper  after  recent  advances. 
Palm  oil  shows  a  further  advance  and  keeps  firm.  Acid 
oils. — Values  are  just  a  shade  lower,  but  the  market  is  now 
steady.  Coconut,  34s. ;  palm-kernel,  34s.  ;  groundnut,  31s. 
Castor  oil. — At  the  recently  reduced  prices  the  market 
remains  steady  but  quiet.  Pharmaceutical,  55s. ;  first 
pressings,  50s.;  second  pressings,  45s.  per  cwt.,  in  barrels 
ex  works  Hull.  Coconut  oil  is  quiet,  with  values  steady  : 
Deodorised,  53s. ;  Ceylon,  45s. ;  Cochin,  53s.  Cottonseed 
OIL. — The  market  has  been  rather  slack.  Deodorised  is 
maintained  at  47s.  6d.,  while  common  edible  is  43s. ;  soap- 
making  is  41s.  and  crude  37s. — all  a  shade  easier.  Grotjnd- 
Nvr  OIL  remains  dull,  and  values  are  inclined  to  be  weak  : 
Deodorised,  55s.  ;  crude  Oriental,  for  shipment.  45s. 
c.i.f.  Linseed  oil. — After  a  period  of  steadily  advancing 
prices  on  the  spot  the  market  has  recently  fallen  away, 
and  prices  are  back  to  about  their  original  figure  :  Raw, 
naked,  on  spot,  29s.  5d. ;  January  to  April,  about 
29s.  ;  May  to  August,  29s.  The  forward  prices  are  easy. 
Hull,  spot,  28s.  6d.  ;  January  to  April,  29s.  The 
feature  lately  has  again  been  the  considerable  quantities 
which  have  been  taken  up  for  shipment  to  the  United 
States,  as  much  as  1,600  tons  having  been  shipped  to  that 
country  in  one  bottom  from  Hull,  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  American  outlet  will  remain  an  important  factor  for 
some  time  yet.  Palm-kernel  oil. — The  market  has  not 
been  at  all  active,  and  deodorised  is  down  on  the  week 
to  47s.  6d.,  while  crude  is  steady  at  42s.  Palm  oil. — 
The  tone  continues  to  be  quite  firm  and  business  fairly 
good.  Lagos,  40s. ;  softs,  35s.  ;  hards,  30s.  6d.  Values 
of  Lagos  and  softs  have  again  advanced.  Rape  oil  is 
steady  at  last  week's  prices  of  refined  50s.  and  crude  45s. 
Soap  stock  groundnut  is  dull  and  unchanged  at  31s. 
SOYA-BEAjsr  oil. — A  quiet  market  and  closing  values  are  a 
shade  easier.  Deodorised,  45s. ;  crude  Oriental,  for  ship- 
ment, 33s.  9d.  c.i.f.  Turpentine  (American). — This 
market  has  also  eased  off  after  a  spell  of  brisk  business 
and  rising  prices.  The  market  has  been,  and  closes, 
flat,  with  spot  American  quoted  at  71s.  9d.  and  February- 
April  71s.  9d.  'Supplies  total  about  15,500  barrels, 
against  49,000  same  period  last  year.  The  December 
imports  were  1,959  tons,  making  15,424  tons  for  the 
twelve  months,  compared  with  22,559  tons  for  the  previous 
year. 

Cinchona  and  Quinine  in  1921 

Me.  W.  Bredt  has  issued  his  annual  report  on  the  bark 
and  quinine  market  during  1921,  in  the  course  of  which 
he  states  that  "  these  two  products  have  not  escaped  the 
spirit  of  unrest  which  continues  to  paralyse  the  world's 
trade.  The  first  outward  symptom  of  instability  appeared 
in  December,  and  took  the  form  of  a  reduction  in  the 
Convention  price  for  sulphate  of  quinine  from  4s.  Id.  to 
3s.  per  oz.  The  insignificance  of  the  amount  of  quinine  in 
second-hands  eliminates  any  competitive  power  in  that 
quarter  as  a  motive  for  the  reduction.  The  independent 
Japanese  factory,  unwisely,  seeks  to  compete  in  the  Western 
hemisphere,  although  home  requirements  have  to  be  largely 
supplemented  by  imports  from  Java.  The  'quantities  of 
Japanese  quinine  reaching  Europe  and  America,  however, 
are  not,  as  yet,  sufficient  in  amount  to  create  much  uneasi- 
ness. There  remains  the  attitude  of  a  section  of  the  Java 
cinchona  planters,  to  whom  it  has  been  represented  that 
secession  from  the  combine  and  the  erection  of  a  quinine 
factory  of  their   own,  capable  of  a  large  output,  would 


guarantee  to  them  a  permanent  and  complete  absorption  of 
their  crops  and  greater  profits  than  enjoyed  under  the 
cinchona  pact.  The  possibility  of  defensive  measures  on 
the  part  of  a  powerful  syndicate,  and  the  fact  that  cheap 
quinine  cannot  profitably  be  manufactured  from  dear  bark 
had,  apparently,  been  loft  out  of  account.  The  recent  re- 
duction in  the  quinine  price  may,  therefore,  be  re^rded 
as  allusive  to  the  unavoidable  consequences  of  disunion.  It 
is  only  natural  that  the  manufacturers  and  sane  elements 
among  the  planters  evince  anxiety  to  prevent  such  disunion 
and  the  chaotic  conditions  which  would  arise  in  its  train. 
The  present  agreement  terminates  at  the  end  of  1923 ;  the 
makers  have  oft'ered  a  renewal  for  a  further  period  of  four 
years  on  the  basis  of  the  existing  contract,  with  certain 
modifications :  '  The  planters'  share  in  the  profits  arising 
from  sales  of  quinine  over  a  certain  basis  price  to  be 
50  per  cent,  instead  of  50  per  cent.,  and  from  the  sales  of 
secondary  products,  -  60  per  cent,  instead  of  nil.  Planters 
are  to  receive  50  per  cent,  of  the  profits  realised  on  the 
turnover  of  the  Bandoeng  works.'  (According  to  another 
and  more  convincing  report  planters  are  to  have  50  per 
cent,  of  the  extra  profit  resulting  from  the  saving  in  freight, 
etc.,  on  bark  delivered  to  the  Bandoeng  works  as  compared 
with  the  shipments  of  bark  to  factories  abroad.)  '  The 
quantity  of  bai'k  to  be  taken  over  by  makers  to  be  propor- 
tionate to  the  quantity  of  quinine  which  is  sold,  so  that 
manufacturers  are  under  a  definite  obligation  to  accept  a 
definite  quantity  of  bark.'  The  Association  for  the  Protitc- 
tion  of  the  Interests  of  the  Cinchona  Planters  in  the  Dutch 
East  Indies  appears  to  have  recommended  acceptance  of 
these  terms,  and  makers  are  said  to  be  inclined  to  apply 
the  new  benefits  offered  to  the  existing  -  contract  if  its 
renewal  is  assured.  Hitherto  the  makers  have  been  under 
the  obligation  to  take  over  515,000  kilos,  of  sulphate  of 
quinine  in  the  bark  per  annum.  Under  the  new  terms 
they  would  for  a  time  undoubtedly  take  less ;  but  the 
planters  would  have  their  assured  profits.  We  live  in  a 
period  of  over-production  and  under  consumption,  and  there 
could  be  no  stronger  reason  for  collaboration.  If  the  Java 
exports  of  bark  and  quinine  have  continued  to  the  end 
of  the  year  on  the  same  scale  as  during  January- August, 
the  supplies  for  the  whole  year  will  be  equivalent  to  about 
20  million  oz.  of  quinine  sulphate,  a  figure  representing  a 
very  full  annual  consumption  in  recent  pre-war  years. 
To-day  the  consumption  is  probably  not  much  more  than 
half  that  quantity.  This  is  not  due  so  much  to  high  prices 
but  to  the  fact  that  many  countries,  formerly  largo  con- 
sumers, are  unable  to  buy  quinine  (and  innumerable  other 
commodities)  at  any  price.  .  .  .  The  Kina  Bureau  has  aban- 
doned the  practice  of  publishing  figures.  Bark  stocks  in 
Holland,  quantities  allotted  to  makers,  average  tests  and 
units  are  not  ascertainable ;  while  figures  relating  to  ship- 
ments of  bark  and  quinine  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies  come 
in  tardily  by  mail.  The  arrivals  in  England  of  manufac- 
turing barks  were  about  10,000  bales.  Very  little  bark 
has  reached  America,  and  the  ai'rivals  of  quinine  in  that 
country,  as  well  as  in  the  United  Kingdom,  have  been  of 
moderate  extent.  It  may  be  concluded,  therefore,  that 
stocks,  both  of  bark  and  quinine,  are  large  in  Holland,  and 
that  the  British  Quinine  Corporation  is  in  arrears  with  its 
contractual  takings  from  the  Dutch  makers,  unless  their 
agreement  has  undergone  modifications.  The  English  de- 
mand is  notoriously  very  small,  and  naturally  takes  advan- 
tage of  second-hand  parcels.  Their  total,  viewed  frorn  the 
point  of  the  world's  supplies,  is  negligible,  but  the  Quinine 
Corporation  must  find  this  competition  irksome.  The  Cor- 
poration's contract  with  the  Dutch  does  not  appear  to  have 
given  the  former  the  sole  sale  of  quinine  in  the  British 
Empire  and  the  Dependencies,  seeing  that,  in  1919,  Java 
exported  39,000  kilos,  to  Egypt,  75,000  kilos,  to  India,  4,600 
kilos,  to  Singapore,  11,000  kilos,  to  Australia,  etc.  The 
general  export  trade,  although  somewhat  better  of  late, 
leaves  a  great  deal  to  be  desired.  .  .  .  The  present  London 
stock  consists  principally  of  East  Indian  barks,  which  could 
be  bought  relatively  cheaply.  Only  two  bark  auctions  took 
place  in  London  during  the  year,  ninety-nine  bales  being 
sold.  Manufacturers  refrain  from  bidding  and  buying. 
Privately,  fair  quantities  of  Calisaya  sold  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  from  Is.  3d.  lb.  down  to  Is.,  and  lower  in 
some  cases.  The  arrivals  of  Calisaya  barks  were  smaller 
than  in  1920,  and  the  state  of  the  market  is  not  one  to 
encourage  efforts  to  send  increased  quantities.  The 
auctions  of  druggists'  bark  in  Holland  have  had  poor 
results,  only  about  1,000  bales  being  disposed  of  during  the 
year.  The  highest  price  for  quinine  sulphate  in  second- 
hands  was  reached  in  June,  when,  under  the  influence  of 
some  Continental  demand,  it  touched  4s.  Ogd.  per  oz.  The 
new  key  industries  duty  of  33g  per  cent,  applies  to  all 
salts  of  quinine,  the  sulphate  alone  excepted,  and  has  had 
no  effect  upon  market  rates.  Second-hand  sulphate  at  the 
end  of  the-  year  was  quoted  at  2s.  lOd.  per  oz. 
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The  writer  m  y  adopt  an  assumed  name  for  purposes  of  publicationi 
but  he  must  in  all  cases  furnish  bis  real  name  and  address  to  the 
Editor. 

Stock-taking 

Sir, — Having  taken  stock  in  detail,  I  ican  see  why  it 
costs  1^  per  cent,  if  done  by  a  professional.  To  price 
every  line  is  impracticable,  and  if  you  group  them  you 
fail  to  get  the  inventory  which  is  the  index  to  bad  stock. 
The  chemist's  stock  is  different  from  that  of  the  grocer 
and  draper,  who  can  sell  off  at  the  same  price.  The  odds 
and  ends  of  B.W.'s,  P.D.'s,  Oppenheimer's,  and  others 
make  an  appalling  job  when  stock-keeping  is  considered. 
I  question  also  if  the  sellers  yield  sufficient  to  compensate 
for  the  stickers.  If  there  were  only  5,000  chemists  in 
bu>:ine,ss  there  must  be  £50,000  of  these  stocks  lying  idle 
for  want  of  a  clearing-house.  Here's  a  question  :  If  you 
group  10,000  Is.  3d.  "patents,"  valued  on  an  average  at 
12s.  per  dozen — say,  £700 — what  discount  should  be  made 
to  get  at  the  ready  realisable  value  for  income-tax 
purposes?  "Jay  Mack"  is  right  on  his  25  per  cent, 
estimate  as  all-round  gross  profit.  With  present  expenses 
and  a  6s.  in  the  £  income-tax  it  looks  as  though  the  pro- 
prietor has  a  small  return.  Stock  taking  and  keeping 
have  a  distinct  relationship,  as  we  are  forced  to  boiy 
svell  to  get  best  terms,  and  the  sooner  the  chemists  refuse 
to  be  forced  to  buy  more  than  they  want  the  better. 
Offers  of  bonus  window  terms  instead  of  cash  discoimts 
should  be  refused  by  all.  No  exhibitions  of  20  per  cent, 
goods,  but  what  are  paid  for  in  the  "  hard  pewter."

Stock-taker  (3/1). 
Pricing  Prescriptions 
Sia, — Your  first  editorial  article  on  pricing  prescrip- 
tions in  the  C.  db  D.,  January  14,  p.  54,  is  so  interesting 
that  it  leaves  us  in  pleasant  anticipation  of  more  to 
follow.  As  you  remark,  retail  prices  are  an  easy  problem 
compared  to  prescription  figures,  and  at  every  step  fresh 
anomalies  occur  to  one.  For  example,  you  quote  Mr. 
Pooley  as  giving  Is.  8d.  for  a  6-oz.  mixture  and  9d. 
for  twelve  pills,  the  Manchester  List  gives  Is.  9d.  for  a 
6-oz.  tablespoon  and  6d.  to  Is.  for  twelve  pills,  while 
a  Liverpool  List  that  I  have,  dated  1896,  gives  Is.  4d. 
to  Is.  6d.  for  the  mixture  and  8d.  to  Is.  for  the  pills. 
Now,  why  should  the  mixture  be  charged  practically 
double  the  price  quoted  for  the  pills  ?  In  both  cases 
the  number  of  doses  are  the  same,  and  there  is  no  com- 
parison in  the  amount  of  labour  or  skill  required  to  make 
pills,  especially  if  containing  some  oil  or  creosote,  to 
that  involved  in  dispensing  a  mixture.  If  the  pills 
ordered  are  a  B.P.  article  and  kept  in  stock  ready  made 
and  coated,  the  retail  price  in  the  C .  <£•  D.  Retail  Price 
List  is  about  3d.  or  4d.  What  dispensing-fee  should  be 
charged  ?  Powders  in  all  the  lists  mentioned  are  given 
at  Is.  6d.  for  twelve ;  why  charge  Is.  6d.  for  folding 
twelve  powders,  which  is  only  a  mechanical  operation,  and 
but  6d.  or  9d.  for  massing  and  rolling  twelve  pills — a 
mueh  more  difficult  process  ?  It  is  extremely  doubtful 
whether  extemporaneous  pill-compounding  ever  pays.  In 
an  all-round  business  it  is  difficult  to  dissect  out  tlie 
exact  cost  of  any  single  operation,  but  I  have  been 
given  to  understand  that  in  certain  big  businesses  the 
junior  dispenser  does  all  the  pill-making,  which  in  some 
cases  occupies  his  whole  time  ;  if  this  is  so,  the  relative 
cost  could  be  easily  ascertained.  From  the  wholesaler's 
point  of  view,  I  believe  that  if  a  single  small  batch  of 
pills  or  tablets  is  ordered,  there  is  a  minimum  charge  of 
3s.  6d.  in  addition  to  the  charge  for  the  article,  thus 
showing  what  the  manufacturer  estimates  the  cost  of  a 
single  order  to  be.  If,  therefore,  this  represents  the 
correct  additional  cost  of  a  special  operation,  it  is  obvious 
that  a  pharmacist  who  makes  a  total  charge  of  6d.  to  Is. 
for  a  dozen  pills  is  incurring  a  heavy  loss.

Insurance  Dispensing 

Sir, — The  two  extracts  which  you  give  (C.  cfc  D., 
January  7,  p.  62),  one  from  "  The  British  Medical 
Journal  "  and  the  other  from  the  "  Western  Mail,"  are 
alike  in  two  respects,  the  first  being  that  they  are  both 
directed  to  the  detriment  of  panel  pharmacists,  and 
the  other  that  they  have  both  omitted  to  state  that  it 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  insured  person  that 
prescribing  and  dispensing  should  be  separated.  The  first 
National  Insui'ance  Act  was  passed  in  the  interest  of  the 
insured  person,  and,  although  he  is  the  one  who  possibly 
gets  little  consideratioii  now,  the  fact  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of.  It  was  the  primary  intention  of  the  Act  to 
separate  the  two  vocations,  as  it  was  recognised^-  that 
under  the  old  club  system  the  medicine  supplied  to  a 
patient  was,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  not  always  what  he 
required.  This  objection  might  be  raised  now,  but  that 
is  due  to  the  introduction  of  forriiularies  and  other  object- 
tionable  features  which  were  not  anticipated  at  first.  If, 
therefore,  the  pharmacist  was  cut  out  of  the  scheme  it 
would  be  a  direct  throwback  to  the  old  system,  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  patient  wouT3"  fare  any 
better  now  than  he  did  then,  as  it  would  be  only  natural 
that  the  doctor  would  prescribe  and  dispense  the  drugs 
he  had  in  stock,  and  a  few  concentrated  mixtures  bought 
from  the  wholesaler  would  cover  all  jaanel  patients.  It 
should  also  be  pointed  out  to  the  writer  in  the  "  Western 
Mail  "  that  the  chemist  pays  quite  a  considerable  amount 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  pricing  bureaux,  etc.,  that  he  sup- 
plies all  drugs  with  no  profit  (which  I  doubt  very  much 
the  writer  of  the  article  would  be  prepared  to  do),  and 
also  that  the  fees  he  so  much  laments  include  all  the 
chemist's  expenses  and  outgoings  and  leave  very  little 
for  his  labour.  Possibly  the  "Western  Mail"  expects 
us  to  provide  premises  and  labour  for  nothing,  as  well 
as  drugs.  Cases  like  these  are  essentially  instances  where 
the  local  association's  secretary  should  write  a  strong 
letter  of  protest  and  explanation  to  the  same  paper,  and 
if  this  were  done  ir(  each  case  the  public  would  appre- 
ciate the  difficulties  under  which  we  work  and  the  ser- 
vice we  render  much  better  than  they  do  at  present.

On  Advertising 

Sir, — "  Retallad  "  (C.  <£•  Z>.,  January  7,  p.  71)  aska 
for  practical  suggestions  to  assist  him  to  increase  his 
turnover  by  means  of  advertising.  "Retallad"  has 
apparently  studied  local  advertising  and  publicity  very 
carefully,  and  his  summing-up  of  the  value  of  the  three 
types  of  local  propaganda  is  evidently  based  on  experi- 
ence. The  letter  is  certainly  worthy  of  discussion  at  local 
pharmacists'  meetings.  Interested  in  the  propagation  of 
a  proprietary  remedy,  and  enjoying  the  confidence  of  quite 
a  few  pharmacists  as  a  result  of  several  years  spent  ' '  on 
the  road,"  I  offer  the  following  suggestions  for  what 
they  are  worth  : 

(«)  When  using  a  local  newspaper  or  magazine,  in- 
variably insert  a  coupon  with  a  monetary  value.  Thus, 
"  '  Cupid's  Dew  '  Cream,  regular  price  Is.  3d.  per  pot. 
To  readers  of  .  .  .  bringing  this  coupon,  special  price 
Is."  In  this  way  the  "pulling  power"  of  the  advertise- 
ments can  be  fairly  accurately  gauged. 

[h)  Handbills  delivered  to  houses  have  a  value  if  they 
carry  a  simple  message  :.  "  Change  of  Proprietorship," 
"  Removal,"  etc.  I  consider  one  sample  of  the  goods  to 
be  pushed,  personally  handed  to  an  adult  at  the  house, 
is  worth  a  hundred  handbills. 

(c)  I  quite  agree  with  "Retallad"  that  counter  bills 
and  wrappers  are  almost  valueless  as  advertising  media. 

(d)  Concentrate  upon  the  pushing  of  one  "own  line" 
speciality  at  a  time.  Thus  the  "  Cupid's  Dew  "  adver- 
tisement should  be  blared  on  every  possible  occasion.  Get 
your  label  sprinters  to  print  some  thousands  of  small 
stickers,  about  the  size  of  the  average  ointment-box 
label.  The  colour  scheme  of  this  special  label  should 
harmonise  with  the  get-up  of  "  Cupid's  Dew."  Attach 
one  of  these  "  Cupid's  Dew  "  slip  labels  to  every  article 
of  every-day  sale — vaseline,  boracic  ointment,  etc. — as  an 
additional  label.    Then,  in  the  window  devoted  to  toilet 
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articles,  have  a  strong  display  of  "  Cupid's  Dew  "  Cream, 
with  the  corollary  lines,  face-powder,  hair-tonics,  etc.  If, 
in  addition,  free  sample  pots  could  be  put  up  to  be  given 
to  all  purchasers  of  toilet  articles  to  the  value  of  Is.  and 
upwards  during  a  special  week,  it  would  assist. 

(e)  Taking  it  for  granted  that  there  is  a  weighing- 
machine  on  the  premises,  have  a  special  weight-card 
delivered  to  every  house  in  the  district  :  "  Bring  this  card 
with  you  at  any  time  convenient,  and  have  your  weight 
registered.  There  is  no  charge  to  customers."  There  is 
a  space  on  the  card  for  the  name  and  address  of  customer, 
and  the  person  bringing  it  in  and  being  weighed  in  the 
shop  ha,s  the  weight  written  on  the  card,  which  is  then 
filed  on  the  simple  alphabetical  card-index  system — just 
one  drawer.  The  next  time  this  customer  wants  to  be 
weighed,  he  or  she  has  only  to  give  nam«  and  the  card 
is  immediately  produced,  written  up,  and  put  back  again. 
Maybe  there  is  a  little  trouble  at  first,  but  quite  apart 
from  "goodwill,"  which  is  immeasurably  increased,  the 
chemist  is  building  up  a  very  fine  mailing-li.st.  The  actual 
distribution  of  the  weight-cards  should  be  spread  over  a 
period  of  a  few  weeks,  allowing  only  about  100  houses  to 
be  visited  thoroughly  each  day.  If  a  sample  of  "  Cupid's 
Dew  "  could  be  personally  handed  in  at  the  same  time,  so 
much  the  better. 

(/)  Take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  that  is  pre- 
sented to  co-operate  with  the  advertising  propaganda  of 
a  live  proprietary  house.  If,  we  will  say  for  example,  a 
firm  is  having  samples  or  booklets  distributed  in  your 
district,  get  in  touch  with  the  sales  manager,  and  have 
your  own  literature  or  samples  distributed  simultaneously. 

(g)  Advertising  allowance  pro  rata  turnover.  A  pretty 
safe  margin  to  allow  for  advertising  is  5  per  cent,  of 
turnover,  conditional  upon  the  whole  amount  being  ex- 
pended on  one  line  (and,  of  course,  its  adjuncts)  for  a 
few  months  at  least,  and,  when  this  line  is  going  well, 
concentrate  on  a  second  line,  "  put  np  [or  made  by]  the 
proprietors  of  "  Cupid's  Dew." 

There  are  many  other  suggestions  which  only  fit  specific 
instances,  but  if  "Retallad"  would  get  in  touch  with 
me  through  the  C.  db  D.  I  might  be  able  to  assist  him 
more.

— The  reference  to  spread  diachylon  plaster 
in  2'he  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1922,  is  correct. 

W.  A.  S.  (13/1). — Apprentices'  Unemployment  and 
Health  Insurances. — See  C.      D.,  January  14,  p.  69. 

S.  T.  (16/1). — Novocain  is  not  a  scheduled  poison., 
Itill  details  of  the  various  statutory  poisons  are  given 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1922. 

H.  J.  F.  (12/1). — The  olive-oil  emulsion  label  you  send 
does  not  recommend  the  preparation  for  any  ailment, 
and  is  therefore  not  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

0.  R.  M.  (12/1). — So  far  as  we  are  aware,  there  are 
no  restrictions  against  the  acceptance  by  a  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  a  directorship  of  a  West 
African  drug  business. 

/.  M.  (1/1). — We  know  of  no  regulation  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  that  requires  orders  from  medical 
men  for  "  dangerous  "  drugs  (other  than  those  ordered 
in  prescriptions)  to  be  in  writing. 


.4.  E.  F.  (5/1). — As  a  chemist  you  may  sell  "  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  "  remedies  from  door  to  door. 
The  re.strictions  on -the  sale  of  remedies  only  applies  to 
stamped  medicines  sold  under  licence. 

Senex  (11/1). — The  fact  that  a  formula  for  a  cough 
mixture  is  published  a-s  a  "  known,  admitted,  and 
approved"  remedy  does  not  alter  tlie  necessity  for  com- 
plying with  the  Pharmacy  Acts  if  the  preparation  con- 
tains a  statutory  poison. 

/.  B.  S.  (12/1)  asks  whether  the  same  person  can  be 
an  executor  of  and  a  beneficiary  under  a  will.  [The  same 
person  may  be  an  executor  and  also  a  beneficiary.  It 
is  only  a  witness  to  a  will  who  is  debarred  from  receiving 
any  benefit  under  the  will.] 

E,  B.  (9/1). — You  will  require  a  wine-licence  for  the 
sale  of  a  quinine  wine  with  a  sherry  ba.sis.  The  cvn- 
cession  to  chemists  for  the  sale  of  quinine  wine  refeis 
to  vin.  quininsK  B.P.,  which  has  an  orange-wine  basis  and 
would  otherwise  require  a  "sweets"  licence. 

C.  E.  H.  (16/1). — (1)  Elitire  drugs  bearing  ailment 
names — e.g.,  phenacetin  sold  as  headache  powder,  and  in 
which  proprietary  rights  are  claimed,  may  only  be  sold 
unstamped  by  qualified  persons  or  persons  holding  a  medi- 
cine licence.  (2)  "Known,  admitted,  and  approved" 
remedies  must  bear  a  medicine  stamp'  if  sold  by  persons 
who  are  not  exempted — e.g.,  have  not  served  a  regular 
a)5prenticeship  to  a  chemist.  The  position  was  explained 
fully  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1921. 

A.,  Ltd.  (9/1).^ — The  following  paragraphs  from  the 
dentifrice  circular  you  send  are,  we  think,  a  recommenda- 
tion Oif  the  dentifrice  as  a  preventive  of  pyorrhoea,  and 
would  render  the  preparation  liable  to  medicine-stamjj 
duty  : 

Stagnation  of  the  soft  parts  with  their  glands  around  the 
teeth  is  the  prime  cause  of  decay  of  the  teeth  and  also  of 

pyorrhoea,   induces  activity  of  these  parts,  and  its  active 

agents  either  destroy  the  bacteria  which  thrive  in  the  moutli 
or  render  them  completely  harmless. 

Anthem  (10/1)  asks  whether  B,  who  has  bought  A's 
business,  is  entitled  to  give  public  notice  that  "the 
business  of  A  is  now  under  the  management  of  B,"  in 
the  face  of  objections  from  A.  [Subject  to  the  terms  of 
the  sale,  we  know  of  no  gTOund  upon  which  A  could 
restrain  B  from  announcing  publicly  that  he  has  acquired 
A's  business.  We  consider,  however,  that  the  use  of  the 
word  "management"  alone  should  be  avoided,  .since  it 
might  convey  a  wrong  impression  as  to  the  position  of 
affairs.] 

Assistant  (10/1). — The  shop  door  has  to  be  fastened 
on  early-closing  clay  during  the  time  mentioned  in  the 
Early  Closing  Order  of  your  district,  or  after  1  p.m. 
if  there  is  no  Oixler.  The  Home  Office  explanation  of 
the  expression  in  the  Shops  Act,  "closed  for  the  serving 
of  customers,"  is  that  some  steps  must  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent customers  entering.  This  would  usually  be  done  by 
closing  the  shop  door,  and  unless  the  door  were  fastened 
customers  would  not  be  prevented  from  entering.  The 
statutory  notices  of  closing  must  be  exhibited  where,  s.^ 
in  the  case  of  chemists,  the  business  is  a  "  mixed  "  one. 

/.  A.  D.  (6/1)  is  tenant  of  business  premises  in  Ireland 
under  a  verbal  agreement,  the  rent  of  £25  a  year  being 
paid  quarterly.  "J.  A.  D."  does  not  reside  on  the 
premises.  The  property  has  been  offered  for  sale,  and, 
presumably  with  the  object  of  inducing  ".J.  A.  D."  to 
purchase,  the  landlord  has  stated  that  the  rent  will  be 
considerably  increased  ati  the  end  of  the  month.  Is 
"J.  A.  D."  a  yearly  tenant;  and  could  he  be  ejected 
from  the  premises  or  made  to  pay  a  higher  rent  ?  [Accord- 
ing to  English  law,  "J.  A.  D."  would  be  regarded  as 
a  yearly  tenant,  and,  as  such,  could  not  be  ejected  from 
the  premises  or  compelled  to  pay  a  higher  rent  until  his 
present  tenancy  has  teen  terminated  by  six  month.?-' 
notice  expiring  upon  an  anniversary  of  the  commencement 
of  the  tenancy.  We  aiisume  that  there  was  no  special 
agreement  as  regards  notice  or  creating  a  quarterly 
tenancy.  As  the  premises  are  not  used  for  residential 
purposes,  "J.  A.  D."  cannot  claim  the  protection  of  the 
Increase  of  Rent  Act.  1920.] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  sii/aiple'*  are  sent  particulars  should  be  suppl  ed  to  us  as  1o  their 
origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for  and  how.  _  We  do  not 
undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to 
publish  supposed  tormulas  for  them. 

R.  T.  (74/18). — Evening  instruction  is  not  given  in  the 
English  medical  schools  and  would  not  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  medical  curriculum. 

/.  /.  (12/1).— C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List.— We  appre- 
ciate very  much  your  personal  opinion.  You  should  not, 
however,  confuse  the  London  Chemists'  Costing  System 
with  ours.  The  one  is  based  primarily  on  higher  London 
costs,  ours  is  on  a  national  scale.  The  two  lists  may  be 
the  same  in  many  instances,  because  they  are  both  con- 
structed on  a  scientific  costing  basis.  The  difference  arises 
from  the  necessity  of  steering  a  middle  course  between  the 
very  high  rents  and  rates  of  large  cities  and  the  low  rents 
and  rates  of  country  districts.  We  agree  that  33g  per  cent, 
profit  on  drugs  is  insuflficient,  nor  do  we  apply  it,  save 
where  the  turnover  is  sufficient  to  warrant  it  on  a  com- 
mercial basis.  At  the  same  time,  we  are  not  prepared  to 
justify  the  charge  of  70  per  cent,  on  turnover.  The  value 
of  the  C.  S  D.  Retail  Price  List  is  in  its  independence, 
based  on  a  full  knowledge  of  costs. 

T.  C.  (10/1).— C.  <b  D.  Retail  Peice  List.— We  are 
much  obliged  for  your  remarks  regarding  the  list,  and 
you  will  see  we  have  published  corrections  of  the  clerical 
errors  to  which  you  call  attention.  The  price  quoted  for 
boiled  oil  is  essentially  one  for  the  chemist  who  sells 
only  in  small  quantities.  The  larger  buyer  would  require 
to  be  on  a  different  basis,  and  we  hope  soon  to  supply 
the  necessary  data.  The  selling  prices  of  rape  and  colza 
oil  should  be  the  same  as  in  this  country.  The  three 
varieties  ai-e  sold  indiscriminately  as  rape  or  colza  oil. 
The  price  of  ac.  tartaric,  pulv.  is  placed  on  a  competitive 
basis,  but  we  were  not  able  to  apply  the  same  principle 
to  pot.  tart.  acid_  in  the  absence  of  definite  guidance  from 
the  returns  upon  which  the  costing  was  based.  The  point, 
however,  will  be  further  considered.  The  inconsistency 
of  the  prices  for  ol.  sassafras  artif.  and  safrol  was  one 
we  had  not  had  time  to  settle  before  going  to  press  with 
the  Retail  Price  List,  but  it  will  be  investigated.  In 
regard  to  the  two  series  of  prices  for  sp.  vini  metJi.,  these 
are  to  meet  the  two  classes  of  buyers;  the  one  purchasing 
odd  gallons  at  8s.  3d.  and  the  direct  buyer  of  ten  gallons 
ifrom  the  methylator  at  5s.  2d.  There  is  also  a  slight 
difference  in  the  spirit  strength — the  former  is  64  o.p. 
and  the  latter  61  o.p. 

Boon  (12/1). — Roots  of  trees  are  usually  destroyed  by 
being  dug  out,  blown  out  by  explosives  or  burnt.  There 
is  no  "chemical"  that  could  reasonably  be  employed  for 
destroying  tree  roots.. 

H.  S.  (16/1).— Carboy  colours.— See  C.  dL-  D.,  II., 
1920,  p.  1486. 

Silurian  (9/1). — Drug-grinding. — So  far  as  we  are 
aware,  there  is  no  treatise  published  on  drug  and  spice 
grinding.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary^  1898,  con- 
tained a  chapter  on  this  subject. 

Ajctx  (84/2). — ^Rebate  of  medicinal  spirits. — Full 
details  regarding  the  method  of  obtaining  a  rebate  on  the 
duty  paid  on  medicinal  spirits  will  be  found  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  1919,  p.  1507.  Fletcher, 
Fletcher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Vibrona  Laboratories,  Holloway, 
London,  N.,  publish  a  "  Spirit  Stock  Book,"  which  shows 
the  method  of  recording  the  amount  of  spirit  used  in 
making  medicinal  preparations.

Weigh  the  spirit  into  the  bottle  and  dissolve  in  it  the 
camphor,  then  add  the  salts  and  the  water  (warm). 
Shake,  and  when  dissolved  filter. 

Long,  narrow  tubes  of  glass  are  filled  with  this  solution 
and  hermetically  sealed  or  corked.  The  tubes  are  then 
affixed  to  boards  by  means  of  wires  in  the  same  way  as 
barometers  are  fixed.  The  changes  of  the  solution  are 
stated  to  signify  the  following,  but  the  weather  glass  is 
not  a  trustworthy  guide  :  Clear  liquid  :  Bright  weather. 
Crystals  at  bottom  :  Thick  air,  frost  in  winter.  Dim 
liquid  :  Rain.  Dim  liquid  with  small  stars  :  Thunder- 
storms. Large  flakes  :  Heavy  air,  overcast  sky,  snow 
in  winter.  Threads  in  upper  portion  of  liquid  :  Windy 
weather.  Small  dots  :  Damp  weather,  fog.  Rising  flakes 
which  remain  high  :  Wind  in  the  upper  air  regions.  Small 
stars  :  In  winter  on  bright,  sunny  days,  snow  in  one  or 
two  days.  The  higher  the  crystals  rise  in  the  glass  tube 
in  winter  the  colder  it  will  be. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Open  Surgeries 

It  is  unjust,  ajid  we  say  it  advisedly,  that  after  a  long 
course  of  study,  and  a  considerable  outlay,  the  diploma 
licensing  us  to  dispense  permits  our  neighbour  to  keep  an 
open  shop  and  dispense  not  only  his  own  prescriptions,  but 
those  to  which  we,  as  qualified  pharmacists,  have  an  un- 
doubted right;  whereas  he,  the  jackal  of  both  niedicine 
and  pharmacy,  creeps  in,  and  filches  a  dishonest  gain  from 
both.  This  anomaly,  must  be  one  day  abolished,  and  now 
that  our  status  is  legaUy  recognised  we  must  endeavour  to 
secure  our  patent  and  palpable  rights  and  compel  all  dis- 
pensers of  medicine  to  provide  themselves  with  the  proper 
diploma,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  It  is  of  no  use  to 
enunciate  a  grief  without  indicating  some  practical  mode 
of  redress.  Can  we  not,  during  the  next  session  of  Parlia- 
ment, 'nduce  some  cloud-compelling  Zeus,  such  as  our 
friendly  advocate,  Lord  Granville,  to  introduce  a  Bill  pro- 
hibiting the  dispensing  of  medicines  by  others  than 
diplomated  pharmacists?  Such  a  Bill  would,  it  is  true, 
but  partially  vindicate  our  rights,  but  it  would  be  a  step 
fh  the  right  direction,  and  as  such  would  deserve  the 
support  of  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  pharmacy.
